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INTKODUCTION: U-8TEMS IN THE OTHER INDO- 
EUROPEAN LANGUAGES 

The evidence of the Indo-Earopean langnages points to the 
existence in the parent speech of two distinct types of u-stems: 

I. Stems in which u interchanges with eu, ou, as in t-stems i 
interchanges with et, oi. Thus nom. sg. -us, Skt. suntl«, L. mantta, 
Gktth. aunua, lath, aunia, O.B. aynH — gen. sg. -eus, -oua, Skt. 
aunoa, L. manOa (Osc. caairom), Goth, aunaua, Lith. aunaua, 
O.B. synu. These may be called simply u-stems. 

II. Stems in which u interchanges with u^ as in i-stdms i 
interchanges with tf. Thos nom. sg. -us, Skt. bkrtla, ffvofrda, 
tanfla, Grk. o^pSi, L. sua, O.B. 3vekry — gen, sg. -uuos, -uy,ea, 
Ski bhruvds, (Vedio) ianHaa {ianv&a), Grk. o^wt, O.B. 
svekr&ve. These may be called u-stems. 

It has been held by some (e. g., Bera»nberger, B3. 7 [1883], 73; Job. 
Schmidt, Plur. 51 B.; Johansson, K.Z. 80 [1890], 403 ff., »Ott. gel. Anz., 
1690, 741 ff.; Eietachmer, K.Z. 31 [1891], 882, 449; Beiohelt, B.B. 26 [1899], 
240) that there is another I.E. type of u-stems in which there is int^- 
chaoge of H with jfo, parallel to the interchange of i (^) with i& (is) in 
the type represented by Skt. devt, bhdTonii, Ork. ^ipawra, etc. In con- 
sidering the Sanskrit eridenoe, we may, with Tjinman (Noun Inflection 
in the Veda), let A = the short « (or u) type, B the i- td- (d«t<f) type, C the 
*• Hr (or u- uif-, nadU) type. In the Veda the types B and C of i-stems 
are distinct in eleven case-forms, while they agree in three. In classical 
Sanskrit both types have been merged, and their common declension 
follows Vedic B in eight out of the eleven cases where differemcee existed 
between B and C in Vedic. There are some few examples of this transfer 
in the Veda (Lanman, p. S73X and numerous examples of the transfer of 
A to B (67 f<»7ns from 27 stems). In seven of these eight cases the olas- 
rical declension of u-stems differs in precisely the same manner from the 
Vedio type C, and a veiy few forms of this kind are also found in Vedio 
(r<anman, p. 404). It is on this ground that J. Sclimidt assumes the 
existence of a type B of u-stems, parallel to the type devi. But whereas 
in the case of j-stems, there is in Vedic, aside from all examples of trans- 
fer from A or C, a full declensional type B followed by a large class of 
words, there is no such independent type of u-stema. The chusical 
declension of u-stema and the scattering forms of this type in the Veda 
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may perfectly weU be attributed to tlie du-ect analogjr of type B of 
i-stems, as already explained b; Lanman, p. 401. Add to this that at 
no period is there a nom. s^. in -u parallel to that in -t, and thrare is 
erer; reason for abiding b; the judgment of Lanman, Whitney, and 
others that there is no evidence in Sanskrit for a type of it-stems parallel 
to that of devi. In fact the conditions in the Veda are so difficult to 
reaxmcile with the existence of such a type in the parent speech, that 
this can be admitted only on the most cogent OTidence from the other 



But while the detn-type of t-stems is represented by important cate- 
gories in other languagea, eepedally the femininee of the present parti- 
ciple and other consonant stems in Greek, Germanic, and Balto-Slavio, 
the advocates of a corresponding type of fi-atems have brought birward 
only a few scattered forms, none of which is at all decisive. Most of 
these are from the Gtreek,' where, since we have nom. sg. in -la = Skt. -i, 
we should expect nom. sg. -pi for the ooneepondiug u-stems. 

The principal example is rpw^ derived from ^-rptapfa (or **pttFyfi) 
by Bez2»nberger, B.B. 7 (1883), 73; Johansson, K.Z. 80 (18S0, article 
written 1888), 403; J. Schmidt, Flur. 57 (1889, written about 1883); 
Eretschmer, K.Z. 31 (1891), 382, 449; Schulze, Q.E. 448 (1891); Reichelt, 
B3. 26 (1899), 240, following Johansson. Neisser, B.B. 20 (1S94), 62, 
gets wpiiTpa from *-rpt<rpifa.. Giassmami, K.Z. 11 (1662), 24, took rpia^ 
from ^-rpiff^uL. Misteli, E.Z. 17 (1868), 171, gave >pwrj3a as equal to **(mit- 
pifUL, Misteli's view, also held by some of the ancient grammarians 
(Etym. Hag. 687, S; Bekker, A.G. 2, 391, 519), is out of the question. 
There is no phonetic difficulty in Graasmann's suggestion, but wpiafia 
could oome equally well from *wptvfifia, and be thus counted a fem. to 
rpivPvt of the type of Skt. Sfvi. J. Schmidt objects to this on the ground 
that Skt. adjectives with more than one consonant before the u have 
their fem. in -fi and not in -vi. But this is not universal in Sanskrit, 
where, e. g., pAalf^- has both pAalffu andpAa^7t)<as fem. (Whit. 344, 1)). 
And even if munly true, it is obvious that the type -m was of unreetricted 
application in Greek, since its representative -tfui is the only type of fem. 
adj. known. He objects further that the form ''■wp€aPf\a ought to have 
been displaced by *wptirPtia as *aSfia = Skt, evSdvi was displaced by 
^B&i, eto. But wpixPa is found only in Homer, and there in a sense 
("august" not "old") which shows that it was isolated from rpiir^, 
which is itself used only as a substantive and is indeed not used at all in 
Homer. There was no such feeling of relation as between ordinary adj. 
forms such as ^8vi and ^Stto. Moreover, for an uudoubted example of

-f» not replaced by -tfia, even where there w&a qo iiiolatioQ in meaning, 
(^. «nU.^ from 'toVui aooording to the explanation of SGhul2e, Q.E. 82, 
now nniverHallf sooepted. Another example is T<XAa derived by Johans- 
son from *inXfa, but this must mther oome from *wi\fui. as suggeeted by 
J. Schmidt, Plur. 18, footnote. So also from ^W^to, Schulze, Q^B. 82 fF. ; 
Brug., Gr. Qt.* 46. Under no circmnstances does \f give XA. An example 
on which Johansson, 406, lays much stress is lyyuo, Horn, lyvvt) beside 
tyvit. He supposes that fytwt is the original form and that lyrwi got its ij 
from the oblique oases. Yet here the short final rests on the testimony 
of grammarians (e. g., Bekker, A.O. 1382), while lyvitf is in good use. 
Johansson, 404, gives the Hom. fern. adjs. <uk«i, fii^ia and the regular 
Ionic fipayia, Toym, as from -eud (-u), Ork. -cjra, and not from tfm. He 
has the same explanation for "Pu beside "Pw. But -ca for •oa, though 
not so cmnmon as in Attic (Meisterhans*, 40, 12), is well known in Ionic, 
both from inscriptional and manuscript eyidenoe (Hoffmann, O.D. 3, 
528 ff.; Smyth, Ionic 197 ff,), and it is altogether unlikely that wKto, etc., 
in spite of their antiquity, are anything different. (See below, p. 59.) J. 
Sohmidt, Plur. 68, takes the Hom. aoa ag. fern. oIt^v as the fem. to curw, 
for ^ahrav from ^oIiTfav, with yj from the gen., dat. 8g. Soalso,p. i?, he 
takes Hom. tdm from *a!irfa a neuter pi. to oixw. Schulze, Q.E. 442, 
agrees with Schmidt on alxa, but would reed with Nauck r^v ahrw for 
ToXtv oIiriTF. A neuter pi. oIirt£ from •otn-fo, which does not prove the 
existence of a corresponding fem. form (see below, p, 8), may as an 
apparent o-stem form have given rise to aiv^, if we retain this reading, 
but there is also the possilnlity that both are simply isolated forms of an 
ioherited aims beside td-wvi. SjuaSa. is said by J. Schmidt, p. 58, to be 
from 'htmiBpi. So also Johansson, QOtt. gel. Anz., 1890, 751. It may be 
an instance of the neuter pi. used as a fem. with Grk. -a from original -a ; 
cf. Imvftvt, ^. Johansson, E.Z. SO (1890), 424, did not put it under 
instances of -pa, though he was in doubt as to its explanation. The his- 
tory of ^-suffixes in general is too obscure (cf. Brug., Gr. Gr.* 204) to 
allow the use of tUovfti as evidence for the suffix, taav is given by 
Schmidt, p. 66, as a g^i. pi. of H^ with the same suffix that he assumes 
for wpia^ The form is isolated as a fem., no other cases than the gen. 
pi. being found. It occurs a few times in Epic poetry, always in a sub- 
stantive use, in the sense of "good things." The word ti^ f^os is 
anomalous and the history of the form tiwy Hatv is involved in doubt. 
Cf. K3. g 103, 9. Johansson, Odtt. gel. Anz., 1890, 744, pronounces the 
example entirely uncertain. Sohmidt ^ves iipaa (Hdn. 2. 87, 33) and 
dipaav- T^ Sp^cnw Kp^m (Hesych.) as probably from *Aftf>irfa.v, saying 
that iifur^ cannot be taken as equivalent. The short final rests on the 
testimony of Herodian and Heeychius, except that Pindar, Nem. 3, 78, 
has iipa' ifi^tiwtt. The Thesaurus prints Aipaav without conunent, citing 
only Hesydiius. Johansson, E.Z. 80 (1890), 418, takes this word with

short finaJ as an s-atem with the suffix -a, which he seta up ae the fern. 
fomiatioD for Tarious stems. In Gott. gel. Anz., 1890, 74^ he calls it an 
entirely uncertain example of the -pa suffix. Both Sohmidt and JohanS' 
SOD assume the identity of the neuter pi. with the fern. eg. in the Domina- 
tive, and bring into acxsount forms like yovva, SoCpa, Sixpaa. The last 
may well be simply the regular plural of SSjcpvov. In the case of yovMi 
and fiovpa the -a is undoubtedly the same as the -a (Skt. -i, orig. -a) of 
consonant stems, no matter whether *yiy¥fa, etc., arose in Qreek i^ter the 
analogy of consonant stems, as assumed by Brugmann, Or, Gr.' 236, or 
whethra they hare simply retained an ending -u« or -ys in an uncontnicted 
form in contrast to Sanskrit -u. (Cf. Eietschmer, K.Z. 31 [1S92], 382.) 
But of all the neuter plural endings, -a is the one for which there is least 
proof of identity with a nom.8g.fem. And ttxioB in -pi, even if inherited, 
no m<»e prove the existence of a nom. sg. fem. in -pn, than do forms of 
n-steme in -ra (Skt. -nt) prove the existence of a fem. type in -ra, Skt. 
-ni, etc 

J. Schmidt, Plur. 46, 47, also oonsiders adverbs like r<Cx<h <^ ^'y*> 
ttdpra as evidence for the suffix -pa. Theee adverbs dearly must stand 
ra fall together, and, as Schulze, Q.E. 82, pdnts out, the form nCpra 
cannot come from *KiftTfa, as shown by forms like ritmapn, SXxLaav, &tim, 
mpAi with mr, tr from tf. He takes such adverbs rather as closely con- 
nected with neuters like nixot, nipTK, 'Snot (in vvSut^t), etc. Johansson, 
E:.Z. so (1890), 407-409, attempts to show that ixvpi, di«X^, olirw, firii, 
«t(Xm originally had the suiffix -pa. It should be evident that such w<»dB 
as these do not constitute evidence in favor of a suffix -fa. In Johans- 
son's review of Schmidt's Fluralbildun|^D, GOtt. gel. Anz., 1890, 741 ff., 
the few additional examples cited are too uncertain to affect the result 
He gives, for example, nla as a fem. to Skt. dyu-, p. 761, and L. tilva as a 
fem. to a u-stem *aulu-, p. 762. 

Schmidt, PIui. 61-76, seeks to trace the type also in other languages 
than Greek and Sanskrit, but has no convincing examples. For instance, 
in Latin he gives anguilUi to iyx'^vs, lingua to 0£. jfzy-k& as examples 
of this suffix. Theee are also given independently by Johansson, K.Z. 
SO (1890), 426. There is nothing to prevent taking these words, howevw, 
as original o-stems. Here, as in the Qnek, the possibility of deriving 
at least some of the examples given from a suffix -pa, if such a suffix were 
otherwise proved, is admitted, but in the absence of outside proof, the 
aeoessity of such derivation is denied. 

With regard to the Proto-Indo-EoropeaQ conditions oat of 
which the I.E. types I and II arose, see espeoially Hirt, Akzent, 
gg 2299., 283 ff.; Kretachmw, E.Z. 81 (1892), 825 ff., eapeoiaUy 
831 ff. Whatever their origin, it is obvioos that the tjpes as 
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given were tnUj eetabliBbed in the I.E. period, and form the only 
safe starting point for a historical atady. 

It is not intended to include in the scope of this dissertation the 
history of Glreek diphthongal u-stems, like Zevf , ^oOs, ^pix, and the 
targe class in -ew. It is trae that among the numerous explana- 
tions of noons in -eiK there are some vhich treat them as histor- 
ically connected with the simple u-stems of Type I. Thus 
Eretschmer in his earlier explanation, K.Z. 31 (1892), 330 f. 
and 166, regarded the diphthongal stems as a second class of 
u-stems with the nom. and ace. sg. also in the strong grade, com- 
paring Greek nouns in -ew with the O. Pers. dahyduS, etc. This 
is also the view of Bartholomae, Ar. Forsch. I, 34; Iran. GnL I, 
190, 1. In his later explanation, Zeitschrift f. dst. Gym. 53 
(1902), 711 B., Eretschmer suggests that the substantives in -€v; 
are partly derivatives from verbs in -eww, partly (names of persons) 
original u-steoiB with vocative in -€v and nominative in -tw after 
the vocative. Beichett, B.B. 25 (1899), 238 ft., thinks there was 
originally one type of u-stem with strong grade of suffix in nom. 
and loc. sg. as in it- and r-stems, and that in the parent speech, 
through differences in accent, there arose by leveling the two 
classes of diphthongal and simple u-stems. Other explanations do 
not connect so closely with simple u-stems. Bmgmann, I.F. 9 
(1808), 365 ff., holds thai nouns like ^opas arose from participles 
(verbal adjs.) in ff-fio)- which belonged to verbs in -€». E!br- 
lich, E.Z. 38 (1902) , 63 ff., considers the suffix -^f- a combination 
of two elements: the lengthened final of a nominal o-stem ((witit-: 
(TTTTo-) and the secondary suffix -jfes- -yoa- in its weakest form. 
But, whatever their true origin, they form a distinct class in 
Greek, the history of which is a subject by itself and need not 
necessarily be combined with the history of u-stems in the more 
limited sense.

I. AS A DSOUDraiOITAIi TTPB 

The u-declension of nonns is preserved in Sanskrit, Avestan 
(in O. Fers. some forms of the plural are wanting), Glreek, Latin 
(in Osc-Umbr, some forms are wanting) , GK>thic, Lithuaiiian, and

Old BiUgaiiaii, and to a certain extent in a more or lees disgoised 
fonn in Armenian and Celtic. It is largel; preBerred in Old 
Norse, and more Umitedly, in words with short stem-syllable, in 
West Germanic. (Cf. Branne, Althochdentsche Oram., §228.) 



In Latin the identity of the nom. sg. of u- and o-stems led to 
the gradnal transfer of u-stems to o-stems in Late Latin, and in the 
Bomance languages this change has become complete. (Meyer- 
Labke, 2, 4; GrOber, Grd. 1, 369.) An early example of this 
change in classical Latin is seen in domua. 

So in O. Bolg. the identity of the nom., aoc. sg., and ace. pL of 
o- and u-stems led to the frequent transfer to o-atem forma in 
other case-endings (see Scholvin, Archiv f. slav. Phil. 2 [1877], 
506 S., for statistics), and in the modem Slavic languages the 
o- and u-stems are completely me^ed. See below, IV. (Oblok, 
Arch. f. si. Phil. 13 [1891], 25; 11 [1888], 408.) 

Foe Germanic no general statement can be made. In Weei 
Germanic u-stems with long stem-syllable lost their identity as 
u-stemB and went over to other declensions, e. g., in O.H.G. 
mostly to the t-stems, but in part also to the o-stema, in O.E. 
mostly to the o-stems. Isolated instances of transfer to consonant 
stems perhaps occnr. (Cf. Kloge, Paul's Grd. 1, 458.) 

A partial transfer is that of ju-stems in Lithuanian, which have 
only jo-stem forms in the daal and plural, except that in the instr. 
pL the ju-stem form sometimes occars ; /o-stem forms also appear 
in the nom. sg. dialectically, and in the ace. sg. in Old Lithuanian. 
Leskien (Nomina 327) gives as the reason the identity of form in 
several case-endings of the doal and plural of the jo- and yu-stema, 
and the parallelism of function between the suffixes -jo- and -ju-.

Kloge (Panl's Grd. 1, 458) gives Goth, fetus, handus, tunptts, 
winirua, O.N. gm, bjpm, O.E, duru, Tioau as original consonant 
stems. The starting point for the transfer was given by the iden- 
tity of the ace. sg., ace. pi, and dai pi. of cons, stems and u-stems. 
Bat the special occasion was, in some at least, semaaiological kin-

ship with inherited u-etemB. (See Bloomfield, A.J.P. 12 [1891], 
13.) Gothic broPar, dauhiar, swistar, fadar have the «-decl. in 
all caeeB of the plural except the genitive. Here annus was no 
donbt a factor. Greek masculines in -09 are declined as u-atems 
in the singalar in Gothic, bnt in the plnral mainly as i-stems. 

IT. mSTAMOEB OF U-STEH FOBHB WrTBCI OTHXH OBOLXUBIOnS 

The most striking example is in the Slavic. Even in O. Bnlg. 
within the o-decl. u-stem forms were common, being found, beside 
the tme o-stem forms, in all the cases where u< and o-stems dif- 
fered, except the voc. sg., nom.-Bcc., and gen.-loc. dnal. The 
most frequent (in their order) are: dat. ag. -ovi, gen. pi. -ovU, 
instr. ag. •tJmt, and nom. pi. -ove. (See Scholvin, Arch. f. el. 
PhU. 2 [1877], 491 ff., for statUtics.) In modem Slavic the 
o- and u-declensions are completely merged in a single type with 
various proportions of o-stem and u-stem forms in the several 
languages, but always with a strong edmixtare of the latter. Thns 
the u-stem form is well-nigh tmiversEd in the gen. pi. (Arch. 8 
[1886], 239; 12 [1890], 33, 36 ff.), and is widespread in thedat. 
sg. (except in Slovenian, where it is rare, Oblak, Arch. 11 [1888], 
624), and nom. pi. (Arch. 12 [1890], 14f.; 8 [1885], 235). In 
the gen. and loc. sg. the u- and o-stem forms appear side by side 
in most Slavic langnagee, sometimes with a distinction in use 
between animate and inanimate objects. In Slovenian especially 
there has been an extension of the -ov- to the dat. and loc. pi. 
(Arch. 12 [1890], 368, 397; 8 [1885], 244). u-stem forms are 
also fonnd to a much more limited extent in other stems than 
o-stems. The reason for the extension is to be sought in the 
clear and distinctive character of those u-stem endings which 
most prevailed. For example, the gen. pi. of o-stema was like the 
nom. sg. and it was oataral that it shonid be displaced by the far 
more distinctive -ovU. 

Lithoanian agent-nomis in -tojia (jo-stems) have u-stem voc. 
sg. in -ou, and occasionally gen. sg. in -aus. Brolis, a jo-stem, 
has voc. brolau, probably after the analogy of simau (BrQckner, 
Arch. f. SI. Phil. 3 [1879], 255). So in O. Bulg. the voc. sg. of 
yo-stema is a u-stem form. Umbrian cons, stems have the u-atem 
endings in the dat.-abl. pi. (Back, Osc.-Umbr. Gr. 126). Umbrian 
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Trt^o, Fiso show a transfer from the o-stem to the u-stetn form 
(Back, loc. cit, 117). The loc. ag. of 8kt. i-stems baa the 
ending -du apparently from the u-atema. (Cf. Meringer, B.B. 16 
[1890], 224; Hirt, I.F. 1 [1892], 226; Bartholomae, LF. 10 
[1899], 12; Beichelt, B.R 26 [1899], 244.) Compare Latin 
noctu after diu (Bartholomae, LP. 10 [1899], 13). 

V. BDFFtZBS 

Suffix' -u- 8t^tantive$. — Thia anffix forma QOtme in all the 
eight I.E. branches, except, perhaps, Albanian. Its formations 
are not nnmerons in any language except Sanskrit, where there 
is a fairly large nnmber. Less than twenty are cited for Lithtia- 
nian (Leskien, Nomina 239), still fewer for O. Balg. (Scholvin, 
Arch. f. si. Phil. 2 [1877], 508 t; Leekien, Hdbch. 67), very 
few for Celtic (Stokes, B.B. 11 [1886], 76 f.), and in Latin and 
Gothic there ia no considerable nomber. In Sanskrit the accent 
of nenters is regularly on the root-syllable, and the evidence of 
the Greek (7<fiv, Sdpv, etc.) showB that this was the LE. accent 
for neater u-stems. Mascnlinee and femiuinee in Sanskrit are 
accented either on the root-syllable or soffix. The Lithaanian 
examples have prevailingly saffix accent. Gothic haidtts (Skt. 
ketH-), 8idu9 point to soffix accent. All grades of the root are 
found. The formations are of all genders in Sanskrit, Aveetau, 
and Latin, masculine in Germanic, Lithaanian, and Slavic. (In 
the last two all u-stem noons of whatever soffiz are mescaline. ) 
No specific meaning attaches to the suffix -u-, but its formations 
rarely, if ever, have the force of nomina actionts. 

The only case where there seems to be any poesitHlity of connecting 
the suffix with a distinct aemasiological category is that of words Ux 
parta of the body. There is a considerable number of such, and possibly 
a partial "adaptation," such as noted in Qothic (see p. 10) is also to be 
recognized for the I.E. period. Examples are: Skt.jdnu- n."knee,"e(c.; 
Skt. bah6- m. f. "arm," etc.; Skt. hdnu- f. "chin," etc. (see below); Skt, 
admt- m. n. "back." Cf. aleo L. manua t

Suffix 'tu~ aubatantives. — This suffix, like -u-, appears in all 
the eight I.E. branches, except, perhaps, Albanian. It forms 
chiefly or perhaps entirely nomina actionis. The few words with 
the force of nomina agentia like Skt. mdntu- "coausellor," Goth. 
hlijius "thief," no doobt originally had the force of nomina 
acHonia. Compare Skt. mdntu- "counsel" with the dcTeloped 
meaning seen in mdn^u- " oooneellor." An important diTieion of 
the nomina actionia in -tu- is that of the Terbal abstracts (infini- 
tiTee and supines). In Sanskrit the infinitiTCS of this formation 
oonstitnte the great mass of words with the snffix -tu-, being 
formed at will from any root. This is trae of the sapines in 
Latin, Lithnanian, and Slaric, and, in Celtic, infinitires formed 
with original snffix -tu- are not infrequent. In this ose in rerbat 
abstracts the,Baffix -tu- is not found in Iranian or Germanic. In 
the formation of BabstantiTes other than infinitiTSs or supines,

-tu- is used to form a fair nomber of vords in Sanskrit, several in 
Avestan, a few in Celtic, less than half a dozen in Lithuanian 
(Leskien, Nomina 664), perhaps bat one in O. Bnlgarian, manj 
in Latin, and many in Oennanic, especially in extensions of the 
Boffix -^u-. (See below.) 

In Sanskrit the accent of infinitives, when simple, is on the 
root-syllable, and this holds good also for most of the other San- 
skrit stems in -tu-. In Lithnanian the accent varies, but the 
material is too scanty to permit generalization. Lithuanian 
snpines have the accent on the root-syllable. In Oermanic, 
Gothic daupua, frQms, wuipus with others point to root accent, 
and the words in -oJ>u- to accent not on the suffix, while Goth. 
fiodus with others, and the words in -odu- point to suffix accent 
Greek noons in -rw are mainly oxytoue. In Sanskrit the strong 
(gona) grade of root is regtdar, bat the weak and strengthened 
grades appear (Whit., § 1161). Latin has both strong and weak 
grades (Stolz, Hist. Gr. 648). In Germanic, Goth. Puktua m. 
"conscience" to JmgJgan, kuatus m. "proof" to kiuaan among 
others show a weak grade of root. The strong grade appears in 
leipu n. "cider," I.E. root lei. In Lithuanian snpines the strong 
grade was original, bat the weak has often entered through the 
influence of the infinitives (Wiedemann, Hdbch. 123). O. Bul- 
garian supines have the infinitive stem, and this varies, being 
both strong and weak. In Sanskrit the words are of all genders, 
but chiefly masculine, masculine in Latin, masculine in Gothic 
with perhaps a few exceptions, while in West Germanic there has 
been a movement to the feminine of other abstracts. Greek 
nouns in -rw are fem. with one exception. 

Examples: Skt. pitU- m. "food, drink," Av. pitu- m. "food," 
Grk. virw f. "pine," O. Ir. itk m. "grain," Lith. pitua pi. "noon, 
midday meal;" Skt. gutu- I. "birih, pregnancy," O. It. sutk n. 
"fetus;" Av. p9itt- m. "ford," L. portua m., O.H.G. furt, "ford," 
Eng. ford; L. gttstus m., Skt. y^juf "enjoy," Goth, kustus m. 
"test, proof;" L. vultus m., Goth, vmlpus m. "glory;" O. Ir. 
recht n. "right," O.N. rettr m. "right;" Goth, leifiu n. "cider," 
Lith. lytitB m. "rain," ylei "pour." 

In Latin the suffix is very prodactive, there being 99 sub- 
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staDtiveB in -tug or -sus in PUatoB, and nearly 700 in all 
writers np to the time of Hadrian. In the form -dtu- the anffix 
becomee productive in words denoting offices and official bodies, 
as consuldtus, magistraius, senaius, etc. (see Stolz, Hist. Gr. 548, 
and for -dtu- also Bloomfield, A.J.P. 12 [1891], 26). In Ger- 
manic the widest inffuence of the fu-snffiz ia seen in the form 
(Goth.) -assuB, -tnossiM, (Eng.) -ness, starting from verbs in 
(Goth.) -aijan. (Of. Grk. -of<B.) This suffix is very frequent 
in Germanic, Old Norse alone being without it. Possibly in its 
later forms outside of Gothic other suffixes than -Ui- played a 
part (Wilmanns, Deutsche Gr. 2, 355), but the Gothic forms 
«how that at least in the beginning the suffix was a hi-anffix. 
(For the suffix as a whole see von Bahder, Verbalabstrakta 109 ff.) 

Suffix -iU' aubatantives. — This forms noons in Sanskrit, 
Iranian, Greek, Germanic, and Lithuanian. It is rare except in 
Lithuanian, where its numerous formations include primary 
nomina actionis and both primary and secondary nomina agentia. 
In Sanskrit and Aveetan there are both nomina actionis and 
ncytnina agentig. In Sanskrit the accent varies, in Lithuanian it 
is never on the suffix. The gender is masculine in Sanskrit and 
Lithuanian, masc. and fern, in Avestan and Germanic. The anffix 
is clearly Indo-Iranian, and probably Indo-Enropean, though 
there is no conclusive evidence for the latter. 

Examples: Skt. ddsyu- m. a demon, Av. dahyu- f. "country, 
nation," O.P. dahyu- f. (nom. dahyaui) "province, district;" 
Skt. manyU' m. "mind," Av, ma^nyu- m. "spirit;" Skt. mrtyu~ 
m, "death," Av. mdr'dyU' m. "death," perhaps Armen. mark 
mak "death," Hobsohmann, Armen. Gr. 472; Lith. gyrius m. 
■"renown," girti "celebrate;" Lith. aikgiua m. "roofer," st^gti 
""cover;" Lith. bastus m. "barefooted one," baaaa "barefooted," 
For the numerous Lithuanian examples see Leskien, Nomina. 

Suffix -nu- aubatantives. — This ia rare in any language. It 
forms noons in Sanskrit, Avestan, Greek, Latin, Celtic, Germanic, 
Lithuanian (one example), and Old Bulgarian. The gender 
varies. In Sanskrit the accent is usually on the ending (except 
neuters, which have root-acoent), and the root has the weak 
^rade as a rule. The Avestan suffix -anu- (Jackson, Av. Gr., 
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) IB simply an extension of -nu-, originating without doubt 
in words where 8 was part of the original stem. 

Examples: 8kt. ddnu- n. "drop, dew," At. ddnu- a, "river;** 
Skt. dhenit- f. "cow," At. daenu- t. "cow," Sit. \/dhd "suck;" 
Skt. hhanH- m. "light," At. hanu- m. "light, ray;" Skt. swnrf- m. 
"son," At. Aunu- m, "son," Cloth, suniw m. "son," Lith. aunUs m. 
"son," O.B. tynfi m. "son;" Ooth. PaAmua m. "thorn," O.B. 
Mnfi m. "thorn," Skt. frno-m. "blade of graas." Latin examptee 
are: ainvs m., pinus f. (also o-stem), comu n., and perhaps 
manm t. 

Suffix -ru- avbstontive*. — This is Tery rare in any language. 
It forms nonns in Sanskrit, Avestsn, Greek, Germanic, and 
Lithuanian. It is doubtful in Latin (except in laoruma) and 
Old Bulgarian. Its'forme are neuter in Sanskrit (except fdfyru- 
"enemy") and ATestan, mascnline in Germooic and Lithnanian. 

Examples: Skt. etgru- n. "tear," At. asm- "tear": Grk. SiUpv 
n., L. lacruma daorufoa; Skt. gdtru- m. "enemy"; Grk. mJros, 
but the suffix may be -trti- not -ru-. 

In Latin the snffix is possibly seen in tonitrus, and is certain 
only in the extended laeru-ma. In Lithuanian (Leekien, Nomina 
440) the snffix is perhaps only a variant beside -ro-. In Old 
Bolgarian Miklosich, 2, 53, gives dar& "gift," and mir& "peace, 
world," but neither is giTen by Leskien, Hdboh. 67, or SchoMn, 
Arch. f. Slav. Phil. 2 (1877), 508 f. 

Suffix ~gu- subsiantives. — This is apparently the suffix of 
Lithuanian imogii$ "man" (Leakien, Nomina 524), and with it 
has been compared the -yv- in Cretan, wptZyw, etc. (of. Bmg., 
Grd. 2, 261). Another possible example is Av. driju- "poor," 
perhaps related to Skt. ddridra- m. "beggar, stroller," i/dra 
"run." GUes, Proc. Cambridge PhU. Soc. 25-27 (1891), 14 f., 
takes L. augur from au- (= avi-) and the same suffix as in 
wp^-ffu^, Skt. vanargu- "wandering in the forest," Lith. imogitsi 
so also Stolz, Hist. Gr. 166. Otherwise Zimmermann, Bh.M. 56 
(1900), 486. 

Other, rare, snffixes containing u are: -aku- (Skt,, Whit., 
§ 1181, d) ; -mu- (At. gar'mur- m. "heat") ; -au- (Skt., Lindner, 
Nominalbildung, §97); -thu- (Skt. and At., Whit. §1164;

B. ADJBOTITES 
I. AS A DIOLENSIOIIilL TITS 

The u^declensiou of adjectives is preserved in Sanskrit, Aves- 
tan, and Greek. Old Persian has one u-stem adjective with a 
fev forma. Gothic has the nom. sg. maec. and fem. and the 
nom.-acc. neuter. The genitive is represented by Jilaua. Lith- 
nanian u-stem adjectives have the u-stem forms always in the 
nom.-acc. sg., and nom, pi., but in the delinit« adjeotives only 
in the Qom.-acc. eg. 



In Latin the u-stem adjectives have gone over to the t-atems, 
Skt. tanil-, L. tenuis. A very few may have become o-stems, 
Skt. cdru-, L. cdrua (cf. Stolz, Hist Gr. 456). The only relics 
of u-atem adjectives seem to be ocu-, in acu-pedius (Festna), and 
idus. There are no u-stem adjectives in Oscan-Umbrian. 

In Gothic all cases except those named above have gone over 
to the jo-Btema. The transfer in Germanic outside of Gothic 
has also been in the main to the o-, j'o-etems. 

In Lithuanian, except in the cases named above, the yo-stem 
forma are used, save that in the instr. sg. (dialectically and in 
Old Lithuanian), gen. sg., and instr. pi., u-«tem forma are also 
found. In the definite adjectives all cases except the nom.-acc. 
sg. are of the j'o-atem form. 

In Slavic u-stem adjectives have been transferred to the o-steme 
or have been extended by added suffixes.

Bmgmann, Grd. 2, 724, gives Skt. penl-m to perils "passing 
through," jigyUbkis to jigyits "victorious," Av. jagdurura to 
jagdurus "watchful" as instances of transfer from the perfect 
active participle (weak atem -u«) to u-stems. 
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In Lithuanian there is frequent transfer of o-stem adjectives to 
u-stems, the forms in -as and -us often appearing side by side in 
the same word. 

IT. POBUATIOIt OV THB PKKIMIHX 

The fem. of u-stem adjectives ie formed in Sanskrit, Avestau, 
Greek, Qermanio, and Lithnaniaa by the addition of the suffix -f 
-ia. In Sanskrit, however, it could also be formed with u by 
transfer to the u-declension, and, less often, the same form was 
used for the fem. as for the masc. In Gothic also the nom. sg. fem. 
was always the same as the nom. sg. masc., while the other cases 
were formed with the t-snffix. The use of -i is Indo-European, 
and it exerted great influence on the u-stems as a whole, being a 
chief factor in the complete transfer to t-atems in Latin, and in 
the partial transfer to j'o-stem forms in the masc. and neater in 
Lithaanian and Gothic. 



Suffix -u- a^ectives. — This forms adjectives in Sanskrit, 
Avestan, Old Persian (one example), Greek, Celtic, Germanic, 
and Lithaanian. They are nnmerons in Sanskrit, far ontnnmber- 
ing the sabetantives with u-snffix, much less common in Avestan, 
far more numerons in Greek than the substantives in -vc or -v not 
belonging to the -w -vm type, infrequent in Oeltio or Germanic, 
but very numerous in Lithuanian, here again tar ontnnmberlng 
the substantives with snffix -u-. The accent of adjectives in ^u 
(of whatever u-soffiz) was shown by Bezzenberger, B.B. 2 (1878), 
128 ff., to have been originally on the snffix. His list of Vedic 
examples is about in the proportion of five to one in favor of this 
rale. He also cites a long list of Lithuanian adjectives that follow 
the rale and only a few that do not. Greek adjectives in -w are 
regularly oxytone, there being less than half a dozen exceptions. 
Goth, hardus to Grk. Kparw and O.H.G. durri, O.N. purr also point 
to accent on the enffix. Goth. JtaArsua as an exception is weak* 
ened by O.H.G. durri, etc. (cf. Klage, Nom. Stammbildungslehre, 
§ 182). The root appears in different grades, and there seems to 
be no special significance attaching to -u- as an adjective suffix. 
For the suffix in Sanskrit see especially Whitney, Skt. Gr., § 1178. 
In Lithaanian the suffix is primary and secondary. In the first ase 
it has a general adjectival force, in the second it formB derivatives 
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from BnbetantiTds and has the force of L. -obus, QA. -cw, being 
especially frequent in this nse (Leskien, Nomina 244 and 259). 

Examples: Skt. o^tf- "swift," Ay. asu- "swift," Ork. iuevv, L. 
odor, ctcU'pedium (Festns), peihape aodpiter for *acu-peter 
(Lindsay, L.L. 259; J. Schmidt, Plnr. 174); Skt. urU- "wide," 
At. vo*rti- "broad," Grk, eu/rvs; Skt. gurtf- "heavy," Av. gd'^ru- 
(in a compomid) "opposing," Grk. fiapw, Goth. kaHrus "heavy" 
(cf, Skt. dgrtt- "nnmamed," Av. offnt- "non gravida") ; Skt. 
tanH- "thin," Grk. Toi^Xoo-ffw, L. tenuis, O. Ir. tana, O.H.G. 
dunni, O.B. Anti-M "thin;" Skt. trsH- "eager, desiroos," Goth. 
PaHratis "dry," O.H.G. durri "dry;" Skt. purA- "much," Av. 
jK)"rtt- "foil," O.P. paru- "much," Grk. irokC^, O. Ir, il "mnch," 
Ooth.^Iu n. "much;" Skt pr/Atf- "broad," Av.par'i'u- "broad," 
Grk. ir\a-nK, Lith. plaHiS "broad;" Skt. ragkH- "fleet, Grk. 
iKaj(^, Av. ravi- f. "the swift one;" Skt. avadtl- "sweet," Grk. 
i}S(is, Ji. auavis, Eng. sweet; Skt. vdau- "good," Av. vohu- "good," 
O.P. vahu- (in nomen propr. componnd), O. Ir. fiu "worthy." 

Suffix -tu- at^ectives. — This forms a very few adjectives in 
Sanskrit, as dkatu- "drinkable," tapyatH- "glowing, hot" (Whit., 
§1161). It is probable that these are transfers to u-stems of 
-aia forms {pac(^a, etc., Whit., §1176, e). So in Lithaanian 
the snffixea -tu-, stu-, -sztu- appear along with -to-, -ata-, szta- 
in the formation of a few adjectives (Leekien, Nomina 656-69). 
The suffix in Lithuanian is no doubt simply a by-form of -to-, end 
in no aense an inherited suffix. 

Suffix -tu- adjeciive$. — This forms a few adjectives in Sanskrit 
(see Whitney, § 1165, b) . For "secondary yn" in forming adjec- 
tives from nominal and pronominal stems see Whitney, § 1178, 
k, i. In this ose it generally has the force of "desiring or seek- 
ing after," and ia fairly common. 

In Litbnanian, adjectives in -tu- are very doubtful (Leekien, 
Nomina 326). It may be said that outside of Sanskrit the suffix 
-tu- does not form adjectives. 

Suffix -nu- a<^ectiv€8. — This forms a very few adjectives in 
Sanskrit, in the forms -nu- and -anu- (Whit., § 1162, b, c), a very 
few in Avestan, and a few in Lithnanian, which, however, are 
closely associated with those in -no- (Leskien, 365 ff.). The 
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snffiz -$nu- found in Sanskrit is an extension of the snffix -mi-, 
originating no doubt in words where s was part of the stem. Cf. 
Whitney, § 1194. So also Skt. -tnu-, Whit., § 1196. 

Examples: Skt grdhnil- "hasty," \/grdk "be eager;" Skt. 
tapnH- "burning," j/top "warm;" Av- zoiSnu- "nnclean," Bar- 
tholomae, Z.D.M.G. 50 (1896), 689 ; Jackson, A. J.P. 12 (1891), 68. 

Suffix -rtt- adjectives. — This apparently forms a few adjectives 
in Sanskrit, and one or two in Avestan, but in the absence of 
donates from other languages it cannot be determined whether 
the suffix is -ru- or -ht-. No certain examples of r«-adjeotivee 
are found in (^rmanic (Kloge, NominalBtammbildungBlehre' 94, 
197). In Lithaaniau the snffix forms a fair number of adjocliTes. 
These outnumber those in -ra~, with which they are closely 
associated (Leskieu, Nomina 440 ff.). 

Examples: Skt. pcddru- "flying," j/pof "fly;" Skt. vandAru- 
"praiaing," Av. uaijdru- "desiring," Skt. \/vand "greet;" Lith. 
gaidrits, gedrtta, and gedras "bright, clear" (of weather) ; ^tfprfs. 

Suffix -lu- adjectives. — This forms a few adjectives in Sanskrit 
and Greek, one or two in Germanic, and a small nmnber in Lith- 
uanian, where they outnumber those in -la-. 

Examples: Skt. dkdnl- "sucking," Grk. ^\w, Skt. j/dAd 
"suck;" Skt. bkirH- "timid," Lith. bail&s "fearful;" Kloge 
(Nom. 193) cites only Goth, aglus "heavy" as certain. For 
Lithuanian see Leakien, Nomina 468. For Skt. -dlu- see Whit- 
ney, § 1227, 6. 

Other, rare, suffixes containing u are: -dku- (Skt., Whit., 
§1181, d); -ku- in Lith. (Leekien, 507); -mu- in Skt. atamtl- 
"thundering" to ^stan "thunder" (Lindner, Altindische Stamm- 
bildong, §75; Wackemagel, Ai. Gr. 14); -si*- in Skt. according 
to Lindner, § 97, but doubtful. In Lith. -au- forme a few adjec- 
tive, but is merely a by-form of -so-. (Cf. Leskien, 597.) 

II. tJ-STElMS 

A. Notras 

I. AB A DSOLKHBIONAI. TTPK 

The u-declension is preserved in Sanskrit, Avestan, Greek, and 
Old Bulgarian. Latin has it only in the root-nouns sua and grus. 
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These hare the aoc. sg. suem, gruem like G^rk. o^pva, etc., and in 
the Qom. pi. the t-Btem ending -ea, not differing in thiB respect 
from other stems in Latin which follow the cons, declension. The 
dat.-Bbl. pi. subus is the u-stem form, while suibus, gruxbua are 
after the t-stems. Leskien, Nomina 241 ff., sees the type also in 
foar Lettic feminines, pluralia tantum. 

Some of the forms are clearly root-stems in which the u is a 
part of the root, e. g., L. sus, etc., but the type is not limited to 
each, as shown by Ski. QvoQriL, O.B. avekry, etc. Konns in u 
are all feminine except a very few somewhat donbtfnl mascnlines 
in Sanskrit, and a masculine or two in Greek. In Sanskrit they 
are all ozytone (Whitney, 356, c), and in Greek the accent is 
on the ultima almost without exception. 



In Latin it would seem from socrua that u-etems (other than 
root-stems] became u-stems. The shortening before the m in the 
ace. Bg. socrUm would make that form identical with the ace. sg. 
of short u-stems, and leveling probably caused the transfer of the 
remaining cases. In the modem Slavic langnages u-stema have 
been lost, going over mainly to the d-stems. Isolated instances 
of transfer elsewhere are: Goth. awaihrO (on-atem), O.B. *kry 
kr&vi (i-stem), Lith. iuvia (intern). 

Examples: Ski ffoafru- "mother-in-law," O.B. avekry, L. 
aoeraa (ti-Btem), Goth, stoaikro, with Bame meaning; Skt, tanu- t. 
"body," A.V. tanu- f, "body;" Skt nrW- m. "dancer," nrtyaii 
"dance;" O.B. liuhy f. "love," L. Ivbet, etc.; O.B. 6£ly f. "heal- 
ing, cure," Goth, hails "well," Eng. AaZe, whole; Skt. hhu- f, 
"earth," Skt. \/hhu "become;" Skt. hhru- "brow," Grk, o^pSs, 
Lith, lyruvia "brow," Bug. hrov>; Skt. vadhu-^ i. "bride," Lith. 
vedii, O.B. vedq "I lead." For farther examples see Whitney, 
Skt. Gr. 355, c. 

B. ADJBCrlVSB 

Sanskrit alone has the u-declension of adjectives. Here the 
suffix -u- is used in forming feminines to masculine adjectives in 
-ii. They conetitute the bulk of Sanskrit u-Btema.

2, 
266; Whit., g 1180/.), probably aioee by the addition of the suffix -ko- 
to a «-8tem. So the suffix -tiUi; which forms a few nouns in Latin, 
Celtic, and Gothic, as well aa the Latin -tudd-, may point to a 8u£Bx -HI- 
(Cf. F<AiowBkij, KZ. 85 [1899], 217; Kretachmer, E.Z. 81 [18^], 33S). 
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L Mouns w -i» -u, am. -m (attio -wm), RKPaMKNTiMo thk 
(bhobt u-btxmb] 

The stem-siiffix appeare in the three forme -v~, -tf-, and -/>. The 
last two are followed by the cafle-endLogs of the consonant BtemB. 
In its declension of this type, dreek differs from the related lan- 
gnagee chieBy in its extension of the strong form -c^ to cases 
which hare the weak form in other langnages.

In all dialects except Attic, so far as there is any evidence, the 
gen. sg. has -co? from -tf-K. O-reek stands alone io this form, 
Skt. -oa, Qoih. -aus, Lith. -aua pointing to an I.E. gen. -eua or 
-ous for u-stems. The Attic -^k is explained as due to the inflo- 
ence of mJXes? from Homeric trikijof by change of quantity, this 
vith 7] after the loc. (dat.) sg. irSktji. (So, for example, Bmg., 
Or. Qr.' 224). It is possible that the -^>9 of noons in -cv; had a 
share in making -^m the regular Attic gen. for u~stems. The 
form &a-niK oocnre withoot exception on Attic inscriptions, e. g., 
O.I.A. 2, 684 (318-307 B. C), C.I.A. 2, 379 (229 B. O.), etc., 
(&]cTtoi, Ditt* 541, 5, of 421 B. C. in Attic alphabet = atrrtm). 
Phryniohns (Lobeck, 245; Bntherford, 318) wrongly gives the 
gen. Bg. as w^w (cf. K.B., § 126, anm. 7), bnt Photins, 429, 7, 
p. 316, bids us say ir^xan not irifjjow. Etym. Mag, 687, 11, gives 
TT^^/SeoK, T^eoK, TreXAeow as Attic, citing irpdv^xxn apparently 
as non-Attic. The osage of later Atticiets was not always in 
accordance with the evidence of the inscriptions, Philoetratns and 
Strabo, for example, having forms in -cm (Schmid, Atticismas IV, 
20, 586, III, 26). In Aeech. Suppl. 490 at the close of an iambic 
line, most MSS. read atmK. In Soph. O.K. 762, also at the end 
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of a line, iff-neits ie read. But EoripideB has nndonbted inatancea 
where the long vowel is demanded, e. g., El. 246, Pli. 842. (E.B., 
§126, anm. 2). The non-Attic literary dialects. Epic, Ionic, 
Doric, show the gen. sg. -evt. .^otic happens not to have the 
gen. sg., bM has other forma of the same declension. The evi- 
dence from inscriptionB is scanty hut decisive for the -ew form, 
e. g., Bceotian [f ]<f<rT(« 8.G.D.I. 491, 3 = C.I.G.S. 3170, 3, 
with t tor < before a vowel; cf. Bosotian ffuh; Cretan vUof, 
L.G. VI, 3. 

The dat. eg. ia a loc. eg. in origin and baa -ef (-«) from -c/>t, 
paraUel to Vedio -avi in mndvi. 

The ace. sg. has -w -v, parallel to the forms in related lau- 
gnagea, I.E. -uni -u. For vUa, etc., see below under vlw. 

The voc. Bg. in -u haa a parallel in Goth. -«, Av. -u, bat Skt. 
-o, Lith. au, O.B. -it show forma going back to I,E. -eu or -ou. 

The nom. pi. in -tet (-<w) from -tf-K shows the aonnal form 
parallel to Skt. -avas, etc. The oncontracted form -eet seems to 
have prevailed everywhere except in Attic. For the literary evi- 
dence see E.B., § 127. The only inscriptional forms are: MoMc 
irpAr$eK, S.G.D.I. 281, A33 (333 B. C.) ; Acragas vp4a&m, 
S.G.D.I. 4254, 11; Cretan w*?, L.G. VII, 25, 22; Delphian 
7r/.^]^a?, 8.G.D.I. 2506, 37 (277 B. C), probably the ««H 
form. There ia no inscriptional evidence for adjectives, so far as 

I have noted. 

The gen. pi. in -cuv from -ef-mv is, like the gen. sg., an example 
of the extension of the strong form of the snffix to weak caaea. 
Herodian I, 428, gives in^x'^^^ w^*^ wtKiKtmv as Attic. Photios 
316 says ir'^eay not in};^fiv, as also ir^^^em not inj^ow. O.I.A. 

II add. 834, C. 16 (324 B. C.) has wfyxwv ina. The contracted 
form in;;^£i' is late (cf. K.B., § 126, anm. 7). A Fei^mene 
inecription of the time of Tzajan shows •irtix'*''- 

The dat. pi. in -«n is a loc. pi. in origin, bat with •«n instead 
of -vm after the analogy of the nom.-gen. pi. (so Bmgmana, Gr. 
Gr.' 237) . Homer has irtXeiavn (also Corinna) with the ending 
which is so widespread in the third declension, especially in the 
.Skilic dialects, and is osttally explained as an extension from 
a-stems (Brog., Gr. Gr.*, §§ 271 and 273, Ij G. Meyer, Gr. Gr.', 
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§376; Smyth, Ionic 378; otherwiBe, KB., §118, lO.aum. 9, and 
Wackemagel, I.F. 14 [1903], 373-375). 

In the ace. pL Cretan alone shows the original ending -wt, 
L.G. IV, 40, vivvi (cf. Goth. Bununs). Scbnlze, Com. Phil, 
diypb. (1887) 17, holds that Homer had an ace. pL in -w from 
•VV9. In Homer iroX^, iroX^, iroX^v are tomid forty-tvo times, 
never soffering contraction or synizesis except in two instances, 
in one of vhich emendation is easy, while in the other the line is 
coneidered Bpnrioas. This being true of the gen. sg. and nom.- 
gen. pi., it is snrprising that in eighteen oconrrencee of the ace. 
pi. of iroX^ no less than eight most be read as dissyllables. This 
dissyllabic form appears in the MSS. sometimes as troXdas (II. 1, 
559; H. 2, 4; Od. 3, 262), sometimes as woXel^ (IL 16, 66, etc.), 
and sometimes with variation between the two. It ie onlikely 
that ca wonld contract more readily than eo or ee. Homer does 
not have the nom. pi. iroXct?, and Schnlze first pointed oat that it 
is oolikely that a nom. form -«« wonld be employed as an ace, 
before it was in nee as a nom. We are not justified in assuming 
that voXAvi contract«d while iroX^ did not, nor that iroKek is to 
be taken as the correct form of the dissyllabic accusatives, and as 
a nom. pi. form used in the accusative. 

Schnlze therefore concluded that Homer used a form in -tis 
from -wt. This view ie borne ont by the evidence of the related 
langnagee and by Cretan vi&s, as well as by the reading voXIk 
ascribed to Zenodotns by the scholiast on II. 2, 4, and now 
accepted by EHck and Christ. Against this view may be urged 
the direct statement of the scholiast {loc. ctY.)'tbat the ace. pi. in 
-vi is confined to nouns in -w -wt, and the fact that the sole tradi- 
tional support for -€9 is this reading of ZenodotoB. 

Wackernagel, I.F. 14 (1903), 369 f., seeks to show that the 
ace. pi. forms in -cK are from -cv?, which has displaced the original 
-vi^ under the influence of other cases with e, just as -€vi aroee 
for -vai in the dat. pi. (Brngmann, Kurze G-r. 392, accepts Wacker- 
nagel's view as probable.) His theory has the advantage of retain- 
ing the form -ck, which has traditional support, but the weight of 
this is lessened by the fact that -of can perfectly well be dae to 
the Attic form familiar to the editor, while -w in short v-stema 
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would get no such ntpport. On the other hand it U reasonably 
certain that the gen. sg. -epK for -tw or -fw and the gen. pi. -efttv 
for -ftav arose in proethnic Greek, probably also the dat. pi. -evt 
(unfortunately here the Cretan has only the analc^cal vldtn), yet 
these left the accnsative forms unaffected, as the -w of all dialects 
and the Cretan vt'iwt show. The -«K could not therefore belong 
to this etratom, and the later dialectic encroachment of e^ in the 
acctiBatiTe forms was accompanied by the consonantal endings, 
i. e., '*{F)ai -«(/')<K- A dialectic substitution of -en for -vi^ is 
only a degree more plausible than would be an ace. sg. -cv for -v». 

So far as the Attic accusative in -eiv b concerned, there is no 
question of priority to forbid its being a aominatiTe form used as 
an accusative, for, as far as we know, Attic had nom. pi. -«k from 
the earliest historical period. There are parallels to this usage 
elsewhere, e. g., the nom. pi. of the Latin fourth declension in -us 
is best taken as an accusative form (so Lindsay, L.L. 398; Brag., 
Knrze Or. 391), and the "contracted" nom. pi. of the -vc, -vw 
declension is an accusative form (Bmg., Or. Or.' 266), and the 
fact that Attic does not have -ec for tw (see Waokemagel) is not 
a serious objection. 

The forms in -tm in use in Homer and Herodotus are further 
examples of the extension of the strong form of the suffix -<^ and 
the consequent adding of the consonant ending -«. 

The nom.-acc. pi. neuter in -ra, from -tf-*, has the « of the 
cons, stems (see above, p. 8). The Attic -ri is after the fuudt^y 
of the s-etems, Weckemagel, K.Z. 25 (1881), 272. Pindar, 
Nem. 10, 5, has &imi, Bacchylidee 13, 155, da-na. C.I.O. Ins. 
I, 3, 202 (metrical, third or fourth century B. C.) has Stima. 
The peculiar form aXtnta occurs B.C.H. 24 (1900), 71, in a 
metrical inscription from Bceotia of the third centnry B. C. For 
the t see Solmsen, Rh.M. 58 (1903), 614. 

The dual nom.'acc. in -€c (Attic -til) from -e^-e, has the usual 
-« of the Greek noin.-acc. dual. On this < see Bmg., Gr. Gr.* 
231; Kretachmer, K.Z. 81 (1892), 381; J. Schmidt, K.Z. 27 
(1885), 292. Herodian II, 324, says that the nominative of the 
dual in the orators is tib trpda^ft, from irp^ffvt, irp^vffeK, but 
that the form vpt^ffrj in Aristophanes (Fr. 196, Dd.) is from 
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vpeafievt, tw trfiw^ic^. The dual xm vp^ffu oocnrs on an ioscrip- 
tioQ of Carpathos, Ditt.' 69, 46 and 66 = C.I.G. Ins. I, 977 (fourth 
centni; B.C.), u and i) are on the atone, but e is used for ei. So 
the Attic vw( (written hvu) occars on an ioacription, O.I.A. iy, 
418, 9 (before 418 B. 0.). Eirchhoff tranacribes vi^, bat of. 
HeiBterhans*, footnote, 1206. 

The doal geD.-dat. -^ai from -e/r-otv has the osnal ending 
added to the strcmg form of the soffiz. For the -otv see Bmg., 
Or. Gtt.* 232, with the literature cited. 

So far as there is any evidence, it has been shown that the 
type -vt -V, -CK extends throoghoat the dialects. This is in strik- 
ing contrast to the t^stems, which, oatside of Attic-Ionic, and in 
Ionic also in targe measore, have the declension of the t- t}>8tem8, 
gen. -UK, nom. pi. -ui. Most short u-stems have gone over to the 
declension of the long u-stems in Greek, but in the few subetan- 
tives where the short u-declension has been preserved it is found 
not merely in Attic or Attic-Ionic, but also in other dialects. 

The only noons in Greek declined according to this type are : 
1$ tyxskvi, iriKatw, 6 -Trrjxw, 6 •trp4tT0vi, d viw, and the nenters 
Sum, v&v, ffSipv, and perhaps fUW. Like these are declined the 
adjective componnds with w^Xvew, ir^X"^* °' "frp^ffif as final 
member. See below, p. 62. Wackemagel, E.Z. 25 (1881), 272, 
assnmes a form *SevSpv- to aoconnt for SAiSptj, etc., bnt there 
seems to be no reason why these shonld not be from ShiSfKK as 
nsnally taken. For •yiiini and SiSpv. which belong more closely 
with this type than with any other, bnt which do not conform to 
it as a whole, see below, pp. 35 f. Homer has a pi. xaiea, tcatat 
from which Schmidt, editor of Hesychins, 8. v. Kwvmafta, infers 
a sg. K&v tike ttwv to pi. muea, but the eg. kwk is found in Homer, 
and from this the mmr is asually taken. 

j^eXtf varies in declension, having forms of the -m -wk type, 
especially in the plural. Homer has only the pi. ^7;^Aue?. 
Archilochns has ^;^Ai/ik. According to Tryphon in AthenGBUs 
7, 299, chap. 54, Attic declined the singular like w^;^ -Cfv?, bnt 
the plural like noons in -w -vk. So also ^lins Dionys. ap. 
Eostath. 1231, 35 = ed. Schwabe 72 and 160, 15. Anstophanes 
has ^TpfAuv, i^4\ewv, and iyj(4\«Tiv. According to Bonitz* 
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Index, Axistotle qbos the Dom. ag. eyx^Km, the gen, eg, ^yX^^^**^ 
and ijx^^^'^f nom. pi. iyx^vi, iyx^\vet, iyj(4Xa9 (once v. 1. nStt), 
gen. pL -vtav, -Utv, -4av, dat. pi. -tw», -tat.

The grammarian 
in Cramer, Anecd. Ox. 3, 256, says t^ irwu is declined like f*^, 
itAv irc&tHK TTWM, and that the poet (Homer) made the pi. wAea 
from another ag. mua? jnst as he had komk and pL Kwea. 

The word >tS^ has the gen. awpew in Dioso. 5, 119, and in 
the Hippiatrica (an anonymous work of the Middle Ages on 
medicine), but Pliny 34, 29, has soryos. The Thesanms says 
the genitive should be corrected to ff^pvo9 (which Pliny has), or 
the nominative should be taken as aapi. The gen. aoreos is 
found in Oelsus 6, 9. v&pi is found in Demooritos. G-alen has 
the word frequently, but always in the form vapv, 

L. and S. s. v., and K.B., § 126, give ftlw as belonging to the 
same declension as atrru, though also with the gen. -wk.

Of the nom. sg. forms given, Sk is a fiction of the grammarian, 
and vk attributed to Simonides by the Florentine Etym. Mag. is 
rejected by Herodian. The other forms are from the u-stem 
proper. 

In the gen. ag. vIot' is without doubt from *vifvt parallel to 
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lyovwfc Bovp6t, from *yovfih *Bopf6v. The forme vUov, wAn are 
like TT^x^w . The form vUok is branded as psendattic by Phryni- 
cboB, and Thomas Magister, 867 (ed. Ritschl), bida ns Trrite vi^K 
Tith an omicron. Further Etjm. Mag. 775, 20 says the Athen- 
ians wrote vMk with o not w. The evidence of Attic inscriptions 
is confined to one example, C.LA. ii, 161S, with vl^. The date 
is fixed between 400 and 850 B. C, bo that it would have had 
vIAk, had this been the Attic form. The spelling vUok is, how- 
ever, fairly freqnent in the MSS. of Attic writers (cf. Lobeck, 
Phryn. 68 B.). vlrjot is a late metrical form developed no doabt 
through confusion with nouns la -evt. 

Of the other forms cited all agree with the corresponding forms 
of the regular declension as given above except the following: 

(1) Forms with the suffix grade -f- and the consonantal endings, 
like the gen. vtw, discussed above ; dat. sg. vli, ace. sg. via, nom. 
pL vUf, gen. pL viSiv (see above under forms), ace. pL vla9, nom.- 
acc. dual vU. 

EQhner-BIass, g 138, 607, give the dat. pi. vlotn as paiallel to the 
gen. fig. vltK, nom. pi. vUt, etc (so also La Soche, loc. cit., 223), but in 
that case the dat. pi. -r^x*"^ should be explained in the same way. The 
form uuun has been explained from the time of Eustathius (1S48, 27) to 
the present (Wackemaget, K.Z. 25 [1881], 289; Bloomfield, A.J.P. 12 
[1891], 24 ; Rretschmer, E.Z. 29 [1886], 470) aa having its a. from the 
analogy of other nouns of relationship xarp«urt, etc. vltCn is for vUtn, 
and this for *ulv(n as explained above under the dat. pi. EOhner-Blass, 
g 118, 417, miee the point of the syllabic liquid in mrpam, etc. 

(2) A series of late epic forms made mainly after the analogy 
of nouns in -ev^, like the gen. sg. vii}W cited above; dat. Bg. vi^if 
ace Bg. vlfja, nom. pi. vOjet, dat. pi. vli^anv, aco. pi; wt^a? (cf. 
La Roche, loc. cit, 225 f.). 

(8) The ace sg. vl4a, an extension of the strong grade -ef- 
with the consequent use of consonantal -a. Homer has such a 
form also in the ace. sg. of the adjective, e. g., evp4a wdvrov. The 
ace pi. f^vi^ has been sufficiently discussed above under the 
ace. pi.

Mt and gen. uUc would 
proTe BO conhuinc as to lead to ■ diSerenoa in aooent for the sake of diatluetoass. 
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In Homer the o-stem forms, Qom. ag. vU^, ace. sg. vi6p, voc. 
8g. vi4, are freqnent. The gen. Bg. viov occurs once, OA 22, 288, 
the dat. pL viouri once, Od. 19, 418, vhite vtoi^, IL 6, 159, is 
DnlTeraally rejected as a false reading. K.-R give vi&v as from 
the stem vio-, bat this is an mmeceeeary assomption ; see above 
onder forms. The passages with viov and vlourt are suspected of 
being late additions, cf. Schnlze, loc. dt., 25. If these are set 
aside we have left in Homer only the nom., aoc., and voc. eg. of 
the o-stem, these having in distinction from other forms of vivi 
the initial syllable as syllaba anoeps. Even these are rejected 
by Naaok, loc eit. Cf. also H&rtel, loc cit. Judging from 
Homeric conditions jnst expressed, o-stem forms were substituted 
for u-etem forms in jnat those cases which have vlv-. This can 
hardly be accidental, though a purely phonetic dissimilation 
(Osthoff, Zoc. oit) is altogether unlikely. The evidence of 
inscriptions, especially Cretan and Attic, makes it plain that the 
u-stem form of the word was earlier than the o-stem. (Cf. 
Meisterhans* 144; Schulze, loc. oit., 25; Kretschmer, KZ. 29 
[1888J, 471; Baunack, Inschr. v. Qort. 71; otherwise Ehrlich, 
loc. cit., 90.) Just how the o-stem form arose is not determined. 
Schnlze, loc. cit., takes the gen. pi. vl&v as the starting-point 
since this form has the appearance of a gen. pi. to vufc. (For an 
ancient view see Etym. Mag. 776, 20 and 663, 15.) In Attic the 
o-Bt«m form completely displaced the u-stem form by about 
350 B. C. 

The suffix is clearly -iu-, and the root the same as in Skt 
aunH-, etc., p. 16. The only question is as to the precise form of 
the root. Kretschmer, Vaseninschriften 187, suggested that vtvi 
was from *ffvf-iii^, and Ehrlich, loc. cit., gives an elaborate explana- 
tion of all the case-forms on the basis of nom. *8u^ius, gen. 
*8utn'^io8. But such a formation as *$uy~i-u- is in itself improb- 
able, and it is safe to assert that no one will accept it, unless it is 
impossible to derive the Q-reek form from a *8u-iu- or *8u-iu-, 
Bnt this is not the case. How the forms can be derived from 
*8uiu- has been shown, in the main convincingly, by Schulze, loc. 
cit., 20 fF. He rightly assumes (since i between v and a following 
vowel was lost in all dialects bat Lesbian) that, e. g., nom. eg. 
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*su-iu-s became Ovi, vhUe gen. sg. *8u-iu-o8 became vif6t uiih 
(for accent see above, p. 31, footnote), nona. pi. *au-ieyea became 
Wf«, vdei, while gen. pi. •sM-iu-om became vlfStv, vi&v. He 
accoonts for the extant forms of the developed paradigm b; 
assuming leveling, strong forms passing, e. g., from the nom. pt. 
to the gen. sg. and, vice versa, weak forms entering strong casw 
as vlei in nom. pi., while the w, strictly belonging by phonetic 
development to the gen.-dat. sg., etc., displaced the v- of the 
nom.-Bcc. sg., etc., so that vak, vivv, arose beside gen. sg. vIo9, 
etc. For SQch forms as gen. sg. vIAk we must assome not only 
the inflnence of strong forms like nom. pi. vl^ as given by 
Schttlze, bat also, as I think, that of the regular endings -ew -a 
of the ordinary u-stems. 

Brogmann still holds (Gr. Gr.', §14; Knrze Gr. 92) that t 
after v and before a vowel is regularly preserved. But vlvt would 
be the only example of the retention of an original intervocalic j, 
except in lieebian, and Schnlze's explanation of the w- in vlvi as 
due to leveling from cases where w* came before -p- is much to 
be preferred. 

On the assumption that utv? owes its t to restoration, Schalze 
explains the short initial syllable of Homeric nom. sg. viik, ace. 
sg. vi6v, Toc. sg. vU by sapposing that these forms stand in the 
place of original Homeric vlvt, vlw, vlv, and that the latter have 
retained the qoantity of the still earlier vw, tw, vv from su-i'd-s, 
etc. At any rate, it is clear that the situation is different in vlvt, 
with no consonant after the im-, from that in vtm, vtfK (cf. Brug., 
Gr. Gr.*, §14). On the other hand, Attic has v{i)^, nom. sg. 
(Allen, loc. eit., 71) from a form with restored t and secondary 
loss, like -va from -via in the participle (Meisterhans*, 59). 
Leaving oat of account the question of quantity, the belief that 
such forma as vlui owe their i to the analogy of other coses 
receives confirmation froin the sitaation in Attic, where, when 
the forms of the cons. decl. vUk, etc., were no longer in use, the ( 
did drop ont just as we should have expected it to do earlier, had 
it not been for the "Systemzwang" of the other forma. 

Inasmuch aa -fu- is not found as the suffix for this word in any other 
language, and is rare auTwhere, the view of Bezzenbeiger cited with 
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approval b; DelbrlLok, loc. cit., is not without attiactiTeQesa. It is that 
vivt vlot was a "Koeeform" to *iros like fuSa to i^^^p and Lith. ^a 
to ae»u "sister." There are no parallels, so br as I know, for such short- 
forms with BufSx -iu-, but the suffix -fo- is fairly frequeot in Greek in 
" Kosenamen." Cf. Fick-Bechtel<, 24 f. 

In what precedes there haa been no attempt to explain why 
v(v? shoald have forms in -f- with consonant endings, while other 
u-atems (except f^vu and Bdpv) shoald not. Wackemagel, loc. cit., 
290, suggests that gen. pi. vtf&v (cf. At. pasvam, etc.) kept its 
form against the encroachment of -tfwv through its similarity to 
WATp&Vy and that after ffvyarpJv, etc., were formed vif<k, wpl, etc. 
Weight ifi added to this view by the fact that vtdai is plainly 
after warpdffiy etc. 

yiivv and Sdpu.' Homer has the gen. sg. yowJv, Bovp6v from 
*yovf4i *Sopfr<k like the geo. sg. vIk. That this gen. eg. in ^^fos 
is an I.E. type (beside -eua) is apparent from Vedic pofvds, At. 
yrajdwo, and the Qreek forms. It is entirely distinct from the 
gen. in -w^oB as in yAivov, which is properly the ending of u-stems. 
Of. Eretachmer, E.Z. 31 (1892), 466; Bmgmann, Grd. 2, 677. 
The form So/xf? of Attic tragedy represents the Attic development 
of 'Sop/rds. Beside *Sopf* arose •&5pfflTo? under the influence 
of the extensive neater type in -a, -arot (originally Tt-stem ; see 
Brag., Or. Gr.', § 212, 3, 4), whence SoAparm and BSpaiw accord- 
ing to the dialectic treatment of -pf-, -vf-. In the same way arose 
70iwaT(K and TtfiuTw. Herodian, li, 940, 15, cites also a gen. sg. 
hipevi. 

Other forms which show the suffix grade -f- are: nom.-acc. pi. 
.^Jolic ydwa, ydva, Horn, yowa, Horn. Sovpa ; Horn, dual nom.- 
acc. Sovpe; gen. pi. y6v»v for liwetv .^olic (Sappho 44), fiom. 
iovpwv; dat. sg. Horn., Pindar havpi^ Pindar, Tragedy Sop(; the 
last form is also used in prose in military expressions. 

The dat. sg. i6pti in the Tragedians, and the nom.-acc. pi. hiprf 
in Enrip. Rhes. 274 are forms of the &rrv declension. Cf. the 
gen. &ipf<K given by Herodian.

II. NOUNS IN -il -u, OEM. -KM 

This class inclades (1) uonns belonging to Type II (long 
u-stems), (2) noons in -vv, -v, belonging originally to Type I 
(short u-stems). 

Exclusive of the small number of hypocoristics (see below, 
p. 64), and the nouns given onder I above, all u-stem nonns in 
Qreek, so far as their declension can be determined, belong to 
Class IL 

There are about two hundred and forty Greek nonns with 
nom. in -ui or -v, which belong, so far as there is any evidence, to 
this declension. As a matter of fact only about seventy or eighty 
of the two hundred and forty present enongh forms to determine 
the declension. For the remainder the evidence is simply nega- 
tive. Abont one hundred of the two hundred and forty have the 
suffix -tu- and are mostly feminine ozytones with long final. See 
the suffix -tu- below. Of the remaining one hundred and forty 
about half are known only from glosses, mainly in Heeychins, 
and hence as a rule these famish no evidence for declension. 
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gender, or quantity of the final syllable. In the matter of accent 
the ratio of barytones to oxytones is abont two to one, for these 
glosses. The figores given do not inclnde proper names, for 
which no complete list was attempted, bnt of which abont fifty 
examples were noted. So far as the proper nonns show any 
decleasion at all, it is that of Olass II. 

The remaining seventy,' i. e., excluding those known only from 
gloaaes, and those with soffix -tu-, furnish evidence for declension 
in abont forty instances, abont half detennine the quantity of the 
final syllable, and all bat half a dozen determine the gender. 
About forty-five of the seventy are barytones, almost equally 
divided into mascnlines, feminlnes, and nenters. The remaining 
twenty>five are oxytones and perispomena, and are all feminine 
except o ix^^f ^ 1"^ {.^^ orif^inal s-stem), 6 (bnt also ^) avi. 
The perispomenon t& fpv has the gen. sg. tov yfrn in Laoian, 
Lezipbanee c 19, and hence may be olassed as an indeclinable. 

Of the twenty-five oxytones and perispomena abont fifteen 
famish evidence for quantity, either from the usage of the poets 
or the statements of grammarians. In no instance is the quantity 
shown to be short only, most have the long final, while a few 
show the syllable as both short and long. These are: tx&vy Hdn. 
i, 416j ur)(vv Pindar Nem. 11, 31; vtjSw Hdn. i, 627, Oallim., 
Dian. 160, Bcsotian metrical inscription CL^.R 2644 and 2646. 
vtfSvi has long final in Anth. Pal 9, 619, 2 and elsewhere. 
Homer has it in nom.-acc. sg., but only at end of line. 

On the other hand of the forty-five barytones, only about 
fifteen famish evidence for quantity. Here the final is usually 
short, but there are some cases of variation. In no instance is it 
long only. (The cry K6kkv, being indeclinable, does not consti* 
tute an exception.) Examples of variation are: yivvv Enrip. EL 
1215, bnt y4vSi Phoen. 68, 7^ Andr. 1181; v^cvt H. 4, 492, 18, 
180, etc., but v^xSf Eurip. Snppl. 70, etc., metrical inscription 
from Mysia KC.H. 25 (1901), 327, v4kvv Bceotian, C.I.G.8. 
2544; x^^^ Horn. Hymn Merc. 83, 163, 242, x^^^ Oallim. 
Hymn Apoll. 16, Oppian 5, 404, Aratns 268; ffrdxyf Eurip. H. 
Fnr. 5, elsewhere «rTdxyt ; ff^rfw^, fuucp&f Ktrueol, ^p^xiat

Ezclusive of gtosses and proper Damea, there are aboat one 
handred and fifteen ozytonea (ninety of these being nonns in 
-TV?), mainly feminine, and with long final, presTimably belonging 
to Class II, and aboot fifty-five barytones, of all genders, and with 
short final, also belonging, so far as there is any evidence, to this 
class. It seems, therefore, safe to assert that the connection 
between accent and Towel-qaantity is too marked to be accidental, 
and must reflect in some measttre I.E. conditions. As noticed 
above, p. 21, u-atems were prevailingly oxytone, while the u-type 
was probably originally barytone in the nom.-acc. sg. The 
relation in Greek, to be Bare, may have become more oniform 
than it actually was in Indo-European. In general oxytones in 
'W are based on I.E. Type II, and barytonee in -w on I.E. Type I, 
with a tranafer to Type II in the cases other than the nom.-acc. 
sg., yet the forms in -w are disproportionately frequent, as com- 
pared with u-steme elsewhere, and must be dne in part also to 
transfer from Type I. The reason why the transfer in Greek of 
Type I to Type II arose, or why, since it did become so general, 
the few examples of Type I were retained at all, is yet to be found. 
It is worthy of remark that of the small number given under I only 
v(uc, atnv, and y6w do not have byforms of the -v9 -voc declension 
either in actual use or in the statements of the grammarians. 
For the general problem of the ultimate origin of the two types 
and the relation of accent to quantity aee the references on p. 8. 

The nom. ag. ends in -w, -ik, masc. or fem,, -5, neuter. The 
ace. sg. has oorreapondingly -vv, -w, -v. (The forms with short 
vowel properly belong to Class I.) 

Brides the more usual ace sg. in -vv is found that in -va from 
-u^m, as in Skt. bhrHvam, L. suem, or -va may simply be a new 
formation after the ace pi in -va? (Brag,, Grd. 2, 550, Gr. Gr.', 
§254; Kretschmer, K.Z. 31 [1892], 166). Such are: Ixffva, 
Theocr. 21, 45 and 26, 17, Tptx-wa- rpidSa (Heysch.), otftk, 
Qnint. Smyrna, i^Siia, o^pva, Spva cited by Hdn. ii, 763 aa rare 
forms, ^pva ascribed to Eaphorion by Choeroboecns 235, 20 (f. 
= Gram. Graeci iv, 1, 234, l = Hdn. ii, 711, 6. 
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The gen. eg. ends in -vof from -u^fos, alike from nominatiTes 
in -vi, vt) and v, and for all dialecte so far as there is evidence.

A/ni/ nomen propr., S.G.D.I. 3758, 106, Rhodes; A4pfun nomen 
propr., dissyllabic, end of hexameter, C.I.G.S. 579 = S.G.D.L 875, 
Boeotian (Tanagra); ydmn Ditt' 804, 17, 21, Epidanros (late); 
iff^Oi Ditt.' 602, 2 (third or fonrth oentory B. C), of lasus, cf. 
Schweizer, Pei^am. Inachr. 146, 147. For Homeric diphthong, 
Attic 'vl, see K.B., § 125, anm. 4. Herodlan ii, 847 asserts that 
the vt diphthong is never foond at the end of a word, and explains 
It. 16, 565 vAevt (disByllabic) as a case of synizeeis like that in II. 
1, 15 j(pv<T^ avA <TK^pv. Arcadian ■TrXtjet, S.G.D.1. 1222, 20, is 
not ^Xij^i as Hoffman, G-.D. 246, Herwerden, and G. Meyer, Gr. 
Gr.', § 348, take it, bnt ia rather the dat sg. of irX^fivt, perhaps 
with -i by mistake for -et. 

The nom. pi. regularly ends in -vet, from -u^fea. There are 
some examples of a so-called contracted nom. pi. in -w, properly 
an accnaative form used as a nominative (Brag., Gr. Gr.', § 266; 
G. Meyer, Gr. Gr.*, § 355). According to MHob Dionysios 182 
(Schwabe) = Enstath. 1835, 43, ai Kiixp^ was Attic. See E.B., 
§ 125, anm. 3, for further examples. 

In good Attic the ace. pL ends in -iK. This is also the osnal 
form in New Ionic, and it is foond in Homer along with the other 
ending -vm. The ending -vm is found in late Attic, in New Ionic 
beside -v?, and frequently in Homer. Inscriptions present: ijx^w 
Ditt' 584, 1, Smyrna; vrdxwK O.I.G. Ins. i, 3, 1188, metrical, 
Melos; Jk Ditt.' 615, 13, Myconos, third centnry B. C. 
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The form in -vm ia the one to be expected in original tt-stems 
from comparison with Skt bhr^vaa, etc., from uy,na. That in -v? 
presents more difficulty. Bmgmann formerly (Gird. 2, 678) 
explained -u? as an extension of the ending which was regular in 
the case of words which were originally ^i-stemB (cf. Cretan vfvvc), 
bat now (Knrze Qtt. 891, 392) assmnes that while this ending 
was retained in case of original fi-ateme (7^a<), forms like o^/mf 
are dne to the influence of the aco. eg. o^fwv, etc. (Of. also Gr. 
Gr.', § 267, 2). Bnt it ia altogether unlikely that the history tA 
yaw and o^^ is to be separated in this way. According to all 
evidence the type -vt, -vk was, except for qaantity in nom.-acc. 
sg., a onit in all dialects, and we may safely assome that any 
dialect that preserved *yAnn^ would also have *wj>p6n, making 
the supposition that wppw was dne to an ace. sg. o^tpw snper- 
flnooB. That the -wv, -is was preserved in this class, while it was 
largely given np in Ae original ^i-stems which remained in Class I, 
is of course not strange, since only in the latter were there forms 
in -ef- to influence the ending. 

The gen. pi. ends in •im»j>, from -uf^-otn, Skt. bkruvdm. fiorfrnm 
C.I.O. Ins. 476, 4 = S.a.D.I. 297, metrical, Mytilene; f^^^" Mon. 
Ant. vi, 302, 6 = Ditt.' 427, 6, Late Cretan, Ditt.* 584, 9, Smyrna, 
Ditt* 615, 10, Myconos; vwv Ditt' 666, 14 = Michel 780, 
Pergamnm. 

To jndge from the Skt bArufif-, etc., the Greek dat. pi. (a loc 
pi. in origin) shonld end in •vat. This seems to be retained in 
Homeric forms like yAivim whv^trt, which can stand for y^vOvi 
vhwrif bat aside from forms like this there is no -trace of an 
original -mti. It has been replaced instead by -vo-t, aaoally 
explained as having the abort vowel after the other cases where 
the u is rightly short before a vowel ending as in the gen. sg. and 
pi. It is possible, however, that here again, as in the aco. pi., we 
may recognize the influence of the dat. pi. of the original short 
u-stems, this being retained in declension II, though lost in 
declension I, where it strictly belonged. Forms like v/cvtmrif 
oiiiRro-t, ffraxoeinrty etc., are dne to the extension of the generalized 
dat. pi. ending -efftrt, for which see above under Class I. 

The noDL-aoc. dnal has -ve, from -vft. For this e see above 
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under Class L For the daal vyfiv see G. Meyer, Gr. Gt.*, § 381 ; 
K.B., § 125, anm. S. The geii.-daL dual in 'VOw calls for no 
remark. 

The nom.-acc. pi. neuter in -va, from -vf-a has the nsiial con- 
sonant ending -a. 

In all the forms of this declension where the snffiz has the 
form -u^- the oase-endings are those of the cons, stems, and this 
is trae also of the dat. pt.' 

LilLe the nonns of Class II are declined the adjectives ripw and 
^Aw, and the adjective compoauds with words belonging nnder 
II as final member. For the latter see below under Compounds. 
Tt^nt is known only from HeeycliiiiB.who has the following glosses:

^Jr/ot wtL JfwM TOik; haBtv^. Of 0((Xi^ we have only the follow- 
ing statements: ^SKv« /wms* oi wppol Bintt fUXava trr^futTa 
tlxov oi Si ^^\mc(K, Heeyobios, and ^dXw ^tfXvn Kwes vapii 
T^ 'Avr^ndxv, Hdn. ii, 938, 11, and i, 236, 26. It is probable 
that these two words r^rm and ^<JXw are snbetantlvee in origin. 

Suffix -U-' aubaiai^vea. — The soffix -u- is shown to be inherited 
in several words and is to be assumed for many more in which 
there is the short final -w or -v. Its formations are regularly 
barytone, and have usoally the strong grade of root. In declen- 
sion they woold belong hiBtorically under Class I, but most of 
them have been transferred to the declensional type of long 
it-stems. 

Examples of words with this suffix which follow the declen- 
sion of Class I are: yAru: &k.t.jdnu-ii.; S6fw. Skt. ddru- n. (for 
both see p. 18); ^r^^w: Shi bahil. m. t. (see p. 13); xAv:

Wheeler, Gtr. Nom. Aooent 110, oonsiderB the accent of vtXcmK seoond- 
ary in oompatiaon with para^-. Cf. Kretechmer, Einl^tnng 106, on 
etymcdogy. Heeyohiaa, •■ v. luuwtKutttr has the gloss t^ y^ fieu^tmr 
»A*(n> (mXcKvc Musurus) miAaru irofiti Uai^iott. On the Cyprian inscrip- 
tion bom Idalium, S.GJ).!. 60, 16, we have m as an abbreviation of 
I Foe tt-stami In modani Qiaak, ass abon, p, Bl.

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a word used as a measure of value. There is nothing to show declen- 
sion in either case, and from Hesyohius we should take the form to be 
neuter. It is usual, however, to supply the word in the Idalian inscrip- 
tion as vt[\iKtfat, BO, e. g., Deecke, S.O.D.I. flO, Hoffmann, O.D. i, 12, 
and this is without doubt correct, as shown by Ahiens, Pfailologus S6 
(1876), 67, citing Hesychius, g. v. tiXucvs, and Eustathius, 1876, 66, under 
the fonn TcXwcuy, though of course xcXuctar mi^ht equally well be 
neuter. HesychiuB has ««Xacvt .... trrxiSiuoi' tiafLyuuor ipxfoov • ol St 
itKofwuSof (MSS. SmSck--). 

Instancee of transfer to Glaas II are: 7^^? precisely equivalent 
to Skt hdnu- (p. 13) ; t*^ precisely equivalent to Skt. mddhu- 
(p. IS). Another instance of Buch transfer is, I believe (with 
Eretschmer, E.Z. 31 [1892], 336), vAw, which has the long final 
in Homer, but the short in Euripides and later Epic (see above, 
p. 37). To vAcvi the Av. n<tsu- t "corpse" is exactly equivalent, 
and there seeniB little donbt that this has the short -u. The Av. 
ace. sg. nasutn is of no weight because of the frequent presence 
of u f or u before final m, a graphic matter merely (Jackson, Av. 
Or., §2S; Bartholomae, Ir. ^rd. i,§268, 1). Bmgmaun, Gtr. QtT.\ 
§ 180, places pAns tentatively under the suffix -u- -u^-. For an 
absurd etymology of the ancients (derivation from xticuc) see 
Cramer, Anecd. Ox. i, 296, 27. 

Further examples of words with this snffix belonging to Class 
II are: a\v9: aXiw, etc.; cf. Hirt, Ablaut 610; apKut, connected 
by Cnrtins, Grdz.' 341 with apdxi»}, etc., from a y'ark "weave;" 

14$, 33, to Parthenius, and 
given as iBolic for ipvi by Hesychius, is thought by Hoffmann, 
G.D. ii, 231, possibly to be coimected with L. arcus, O.E. eark, 
"arrow;" yfiptfi: O. Ir. j/a'r "cry," L. garrio, etc., Brag., Qrd. 
i^ 576; fXd^: y\d(j>a, ccmnected by Bezzenberger, B.B. 27 
(1902), 153, with Balg. glob "hollow;" koIXm: (Joth. haib, 
O.H.G. keil "whole, sound," O.E. hael, O.N. keill "omen," O.B. 
ceia "sound," Hoffmann, B.B. 16 (1890), 240, Brug., Ord. i', 
676; ledfAvt: icop0i», K^pj), leSpov ; ^d-irw: li. rdpa, OM-Gt- T^toha, 
Gterm. BUbe "rape;", ardxw. O.H.G. $tanga = Q6Tm. Slange, 
cf. Eng. siing; Kimii seems to be a reduplicated form from the 
root fcjfd ku "swell," Grk. xv^>, etc., with v as part of the root, 
not as Boffix. See Bmg., Gr. Gr.', § 166, and Hirt, Ablaut 386.

Suffix -/«-' aubatantivea, — The formatioits in Greek frith this 
Boffix fall iato two gronpe, one a so-called primary, with noans 
like &r/optjTvv, ^pwr^, etc., and a eo-called secondary, with 
nomerals like ^«To<m!«, ;ift\to(rrt!f, etc. Alt the latter and a 
great majority of the fonner are nomina actumts. See the list 
for Homer below, all of which are of this kind. Exceptions, real 
or apparent, are: aarv, ^Khvty Sixrv, Si/crvt, Ttv;, Karrvi, xXirtSc, 
fuipwTWt fiirw, li^nw, whw, ^irv, ^trw. Withoat doabt the 
snffix -tu- was not couBcionsly felt in any of these, and SUn, 
Simvt, KtiTrii, ftOrvi do not in all probability contain the snffix -ht- 
at alL SjVcTv is given only by Etym. Mag. 275, 25, as from hUrvav 
"net," bnt is probably only a figment of the grammarian. Siirru? 
is some sort of animal mentioned only in Hdt. 4, 192, and by 
Heeychins. With katt^ "a piece of leather" (Ariatopbanes) cf. 
KaTTwo Kmo<rv>» from •«o'iviw{09. ^frw "bees-wax" is found (fer) 
in one passage in Aristotle, H.A. 9, 40, 10. Its etymology' is 
uncertain, fnirrvi is known only from Hesychins, who has ^Mfrrtw 

Of the others, /SX^rv? " leech," known only from the Hesychian 
gloss ffKhva ■ ai j8SA\«, is taken by Lobeck, Bhematicon 14, 
from a verb ffXJ» (cf. 0Xfi- ^Icrau, an^Xyuy Hesyoh.), with mis- 
taken accent for ffKerw. It may have had the same development 
of meaning from "a sucking" to "sucker" seen in Skt. mdniu- 
"counael" and "counsellor." So also fidpTrrv;, known only from 
the Hesychian gloss ftdfnrrw b^ptarrfi, probably with mistaken 
accent for /iapwrw, from meaning "Insolence" could come to 
mean "an insolent person." This word has been read in .^ch. 
Snppl. 826, where, however, the MSS. readings are corrupt and 
ftdpTTTK is now commonly given. 

Connected with the root bheu "be, become," are tf^rv, found 
for ipCrvfM in Aristophanes and Eupolis, and ^Ztw, used by Lyoo- 
phron and frequently mentioned by grammarians. Brugmann, 
Ber. Bftchs. G. d. W., 1901, 96, suggests that ^trw "begetter," 
and ^*Tw "the thing begotten," both rest on an abstract '^tTW 
"the begetting," 
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dffTv, Itvi, wiTVi are almost the only words with this Bnffix (or 
whicli direct (x^natea are fotmd in other langnages (see below, 
p. 60), and these with xXir^ are the only words, except nnmerala, 
in use through a wide range of aathors, yet these are jast the 
words tor which there was in Greek no consciocsneBa of saffizal 
•TV-, mm from the root v^i "dwell," no donbt originally meant 
**dwelling" in the abatract. (See below, p. 60.) So frw (p. 60) 
"circle" can easily have developed from "a ronnding." «XtTV7 
from the root klei, "lean," can hava developed the meaning "hill" 
from "a sloping, leaning," Tirvt "pine" (p. 50) is not so easy 
and constitatea, perhaps, the sole exception to the rule. 

There are not qnite one hundred Greek noons in -rw and 
only AoTv, ^trv, and SOerv in -rv. Ot the Utter, ooru is neater, 
and so presomably are ^rrv and BOerv, thoogh there is no specific 
evidence to that effect 

For the nonns in -rw I have fomid evidence for feminine 
gender in twenty and for masonline in only one, o ^m? ( Ensta- 
thius) . For the remainder there is no evidence, bat except BOcrw 
(donbtfol at the best, see above) in all of them the -rvf has the 
same fonction that it has in those ondoubtedly feminine, and 
henoe there is every reason to assign to these also the feminine 
gender. Liddell and Scott give Simw, Hdt. 4, 192, and ttnarvt, 
Hdt. 9, 97, as mascoUne, bat there is nothing in Herodotoa to 
show the gender, and the meaning and formation of iicTMrrvt 
justify SchweighAoser (Lex. Hdt.) in taking it as feminine. 
Some, like ttdpTrm, (or which there is no evidence, may, however, 
have been mascoline becanse of special use with reference to a 
person (of. i^irw). So Pape, Etym. WOrterbnch, without evi- 
dence gives fidpvmK as masculine. 

The accent of the neuters &tm, ^tv, SiKTv{^) is barytone, in 
agreement with what appears to be the LE. mle (or u-atem 
neuters (above, p. 12). 

The accent o( the nouns in -ns is oxytone except in the (ol- 
lowing instances: 0>Jtw, SUtvv, trw, fidpinw, fttrw, ft^rrvs^ 
■jrCrvi, wXdrtK, ^(tw, .Slolic x^^l*"™^ "o* constituting « real 
exception. 

wXdTW is found only in Hesychins and is probably a mistake 
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for n-Xarn. For the others see above, p. 43. SUtw and itirm 
do not coant, since they hardly contain the snffiz -^u-. 

In declension, so far as knovn, noons in -tv« -tv follow Class 
II except &0TV, which belongs to Olass I. As a matter of fact, 
over thirty of the total are known only from glosses and hence 
declension, etc., cannot as a mle be determined, and of the 
remainder only about thirty have any evidence tor declension. 
On the other hand, there is no evidence that any snbetantive in 
-TV9 -Tu, except 3<jTv, belongs to Class I. 

For the quantity of the final syllable in the nom. and aoc. eg. 
we have the statements of the grammarians and the mage of the 
poets. There is evidence from the latter sonrce for the quantity 
in only a few words. Homer has the long vowel in iucovriar^ XL 
28, 622; /S/wrifc II. 19, 206, Od. 18, 407; K\ir6i Od. 5, 470, bat 
in Attic this word has a short final (cf. K.B., §125, anm. 2); 
/ivtivT^ Od. 16, 294, Od. 19, 13; opxn<rrvi IL IS, 731, a line 
bracketed by Dindorf. CaUimachas has the long vowel in omttcv- 
TVf, read by Scaliger in Hymn to Apollo 42, where Schneider 
retains the MSS. •rtiv. Homer has a short vowel in trvi II. 6, 724, 
Lycophron shows a short vowel in ^trw 462, 486, and ApollonioB 
Rhodins has SeXxrvv with short vowel, i, 515, but Lobeck, ParaL 
440, wonld read BiTuenv beoaose the final is short and the MSS. 
vary in accent Liddell and Scott give hnir^ with short i>, and 
vrpwTvv with long v, but there is no evidence for either. There 
is nothing in Homer to show that any ozytone in -rvv has a short 
final The testimony of the grammarians is to the effect that 
feminine oxytones have the long v in the final syllable. Cf. 
Lentz' edition of Herodian i, 527 and footnote. The short final 
in K\aTK in Sophocles and Eoripides is explained as an extension 
of the short vowel from the oblique cases. So Eretschmer, E.Z. 
31 (1892), 333, and Bragmann, I.P. 11 (1900), 273, Or. Gr." 
178. Snch instances of shortening by analogy are not confined 
to noons in -tv; ; cf. E.B., § 126, anm. 2. With the exception of 
kktvTvt in Attic, and the isolated and doubtful SeXxrOv, it may be 
said that, so far as we have evidence, ozytones in -tw had long v, 
while barytones in -rw had short p. 

Nouns with the suffix -iu- in the related languages (pp. IS f.) 
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are mainly maBcaline barytonee with short final. The Greek 
presents a striking contrast with its preponderance of feminine 
oxytones with long final. 

So far as I know, Eretschmer, K.Z. 31 (1S92), 33S, is the 
only one who definitely seta np the suffix -iu- for these Greek 
oxytones, in contrast to the -tH- seen in Ims, ^/tw, etc., and in 
the formations (chiefiy mascoline barytones) of other langnages. 
By bis view the snffiz -til- does not appear oatside of Greek 
except in extensions sach as Lettic -tuv-d-, L. -tut-, -tuti-, and 
-tudoH-. Others who have spoken of the snffix in Greek have 
given it as parallel to that found in Sanskrit, Latin, Germanic, 
etc. So for example, Yon Bahder, Verbalabstrakta 94; Hirt, 
Akzent 221; and especially Bnigmann, Grd. 2, 808, Gr. Gr.', §220. 

Of coarse no one will deny that the snffix of the Greek 
oxytones has a long vowel. The qnestion is whether Greek 
inherited from the parent speech two different snffixes -i&- and 
-tu-, or the qaantity of the Greek -rv- is secondary. I am 
inclined to the latter opinion. In formation these nonns in -rvt 
bore an at least apparently close relation to verbals in -ret;, 
accented cm the final; of. fforirw : ffoda, kfoprfr^ : iyopdo/iai 
with ie^awrfrit : irfavdM, Koafufri^ : KoafUio. Hence the oxytone 
accent, even if itself secondary, mnst have been of early origin. 
Then their gender is feminine either from the iafiuenoe of other 
abstracts, tike those in -(tu, -t», which were feminine (so Bmg- 
mann, Grd. 2, 304; ct. Von Bahder, loc. oit. supra, on orig. 
gender), of. the case in West (Jennanic, above, p. 14, or were 
themselves originally feminine (Delbmck, Grd. 3, 118; cf. Brag., 
Gr. Gr.', § 220). In either case the feminine gender most have 
been of early origin. With this agreement in accent and gender 
it was most natural that there shoold be agreement also in the 
qaantity of the final with those nonns which formed the basis of I.E. 
Type II as represented in the Greek Class II (above, pp. 20 f., 36). 
Fnthermore the snffix performs the same fanction as is performed 
by -^u- in related languages. Hence I do not consider it neces- 
sary to assume on I.E. suffix -tu-. 

It is frequently stated that the aoffix belongs particularly to 
the Ionic dialect. Eustathiua 1180, 6 gives it as Ionic, bnt 
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Didymus on II. 2, 600 calls it ^olic The statement that it is 
Attic, made by the scholiast od II. 19, 233, is clearly an error, 
and there is a v. 1., 'AvriftdxtiK for 'ATTt«^. Fape, Etym. WOr- 
terbvcb 291, and L. and 3. (passim) give it as an Ionic suffix. 
Bnigmann, Gr. Gr.*, § 220, says it is especially prodnctive in 
Ionic; cf. his Grd. 2, 808. In K.B., § 329, it is said to be 
"poetic and dialectic," while Herwerden. Lex. Graecom sappL et 
dial., s. V. hria^/ivKTuVy j3«XXi;t^, Stwoffrifi, asserts that it is a 
favorite suffix in Ionic and Cretan. An analysis of the material 
gives the following results.' 

There are thirteen found in Homer only, or in Homer and 
glosses in' HesychiuB, EnstatbiuB, etc., viz., iiyopipik (1), (bcai^ 
Turrui (1), aXatoriK (1), ffotpvi ,(1), Sturvi (1), iSijrvi passim, 
A«ijTli! (2), hnjTvi (1), funjirnK (3, also in Anacreon?), oapiarvi 
(3), oTpiwTue {bis, same passage), pwrraicTvv (1), ravwrrvt (1). 

There are seven in Homer that are also found in other authors, 
viz., fipoTvi Homer (2), Anth, Pal, and Philoxenus ap. AthenieuB, 
7/>oTrn5? Homer {1), Apoll. Rh., and grammarians, tuffapioriK 
Homer (1), Phanocles ap. Stobtens, opxi}^^ Homer, Enrip. (1), 
Lucian (1), Ttv; (p. 44) Hom., Hdt, Eurip., Xeu., Galen, etc., 
x\e(t)7it (p. 44) Horn., Enrip., Soph., Lyoophrou, Nicander, 
wirvi (p. 44) Horn., Hdt., Plutarch.

1901, 95 not known to me from other soarces. Pape, Etym. 
WOrterbach, cites iutearky which I do not find elsewhere. Her- 
werden. Lex. sappL, etc., emends Hesychins and reads iTrurfWiervv.

It is clear from the above that numerals form a class by them- 
selves and appear to have been made as freely in Attic and other 
dialects as in Ionic. Exclading, therefore, the nnmerals and the 
words listed on p. 43, since in the latter there was no conscious- 
ness of the presence of a snfSz -tu-, the situation for the remainder 
may be sommarized as follows: 

The Boffix is found (1) in poetry: Homer twenty examples, 
Oallimachns six or seven, and soatteringly in others; (2) in prose: 
(a) Ionic, Herodotus three, and one of these an emendation, Hip- 
pocrates one; (&) Non-Ionic, Lncian op^orv? (Timon c 65) also 
found in Homer and Euripides; Plato am^povunvi ; Athemeus 
(Ulpian) fiaWrfTvi (406, d, 407, c); (3) in Cretan inscription of 
the sixth century B. C. two words, and the Hesychian gloss 
0aT&i • ffaopia, which may be Cretan as Herwerden suggests, and 
is at any rate not Ionic. 

There is no indication of dialect in the nnmerons glosses, 

except in Eostatbius as given above, p. 46. Cozisidering the 

relative infreqaency of the suffix in Ionic prose,' or indeed in any 

prose, one is led to wonder whether the use of it is not after all 

an indication not of dialect bat of antiquity. The Cretan examples 

belong to the sixth century B. C, and among the poets Homer 

1 1 cannot ODderetoDd the ststsment made bj Smyth, lonle Dialect M : " Notewortbj 
la the oooilderabls Duabai of noniu In .ntt la lonlo proee, which Id Attio are poetioaL C(. 
^p»n)t, nTwn^i Ufnft, ^^omk . . . ." In his list of ^ht eiamplea one (nftA) does not eon- 
tain the mffli at all, ifrit U ^nowa onlr from Hesjehlos, fifrit, iiirrn, Irrfuyrii are Homerio, 
not Attio, while m^nii, Afrrit, and t^unmix constitute the onJr sxamplea ol this suffix In 
Icmio pcoaei exMpt the emendation mtrt'iXarrii Id Herodotne.

uses the auffix most freely. The few instancee of its ase among 
proee writere might be due to poetical reminiscence. If, however, 
its use in Homer be taken aa Ionic, it must be said that the Boffis 
was not confined to that dialect, but belonged to Cretan as well, 
and possibly to Doric in general. 

Very few Greek noana with this suffix have cognates in the 
related langnages, and those which do are the very ones in which 
the presence of the snffix was no longer felt in the Greek word, 
e.g.ji'Tw: L. vt^m., |/9ei"wind;" itAts: SktptW-m, "juice, 
food, drink," above, p. 14; Aarv: Skt vaaiu- n. "abode," y^ye$ 
"dwell" The vowel relation is obscure (Hflbschmami, Vocal- 
system 166), perhaps yss, yes, strengthened grade, by influence 
of the heavy series. Of. Buck, AJ.P. 17 (1896), 285, and 
Beichelt, E.Z. 39 (1908), 47, sed original strengthened grade of 
aed, bnt from it 8dd( ?), 

Aside from the numerals, words of this formation are mostly 
directly related to Greek verbs. For example, Homer has: &yopif 
Tvt to arjopaaiuu, tucavrurrvi to iucovr(^w, &Xa«T^ to iCKa6», fioijrvt 
to ^dm, etc. ; ol the list for Homer above. 

Change of tv to tm (^/u<rv9). — The question of the change of 
Tu to <n» has been treated most recently by Lage>rkrantz, Znr gr. 
Lantgescbichte (Upeala, 1898) 121 ff., and, more fully, by Bmg- 
mann, Ber. sOcbs. G. d. W., 1901, 89 ff. Bmgmann had formerly 
(Gr. Gr.' 42) rejected the change of tv to oi' as a phonetic devel- 
opment, but now accepts it as phonetic except initially and after 
consonants. He ascribes the frequent presence of tv after vowels 
in words in -tik to the influence of words like ftvfiirm, etc., where 
TV coming after a consonant did not change. He does not, like 
Lagerkrantz, limit the phenomenon to rv, bat admits it for both 
TV and TV. His general conclusions are accepted by Eretacbmer, 
Berlin. PhiL Woch., 1902, 1492-95. 

The most certain example of <ru in the suffix is ijfutnK. In 
view of Cretan ^/utv^to) and Epidaurian ^itCTeiav, few will ques- 
tion the accoracy of Bmgmann's statement (loo. cU., 91) that the 
suffix in ^/Mffw is identical with that in TpuertK, TeT/xwmis, wamf- 
KovTW, etc, that the word was originally a substantive, early 
became neuter after to Skov, end thereupon became an adjective, 
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lifuvw and ij/uav being already in nae. That the suffix was -rv- 
had been aoggested as early as 1886 by Bechtel in his review of 
the first edition of Bmgmaun*B grammar, Philologischer Anzeiger 
xri, 16. That the feeling tor the saffix should be soon lost, and 
hence that the treatment shonld be different from that of other 
nnmeralB in -rvi is not surprising in view of the special meaning 
of ^/iWW. 

The forme of the different dialects present two types: (a) those 
in -TV- or -^v-, (b) those in -vao- or -0-O-. In Bmgmann's list the 
most important citations for the former are: Cretan [^];i*tWict«», 
Mns. Ital. it, 166, n. 8, L 3, in the sense of ^niacrov; Epidanrian 
olvov ^f^iToav, E0. Apx; 1899, 1, n. 1 = Ditt." 938, 9, 27; Phocian 
TO ^/uav, 8.G.D.I. 1547, 7, called "TorrOmisoh" in the Sammlung, 
loc. cit.j and for the latter: Cretan r^ ^fuiraa, Mns. Ital. iii, 
601 ff., 7; Epid. ri ^iuvtov, S.G.D.I. SS25, 15. In addition to 
the forma cited by Brngmann I may add for a: Paros ^lutrv, 
Ditt.* 669, 6 (800-250f B. C); Magnesia fiti.ltTU, Ditt.* 562, 
84 = Kern, Magn. n. 100 (second century B. C), Ditt.' 664, 16 
= Kern, n. 99 (second century B. C); I<ebadea iJ/wwAjv, Ditt,* 
540, 44 = I.G. Sept. i, 3073 (175-171 B. 0.); Teos riiuatlm tA?, 
Ditt.' 177, 8 (306-301 B. C); Megara fJiMov, C.I.G. Sept i, 43 
(third century B. 0.) ; Oropus ^/*i«n;, C.I.G. Sept i, 3498 (200 
B. C) ; HalicamasBuB ^immtv, Bechtel, Ion. 241, ^fum, C.I.Q^. Ins. 
i, 3, 1119, 7 (Roman period); Thera rit ^fidn}, C.LG. Ins. i, 8, 
830, 197 (210-195 B. C); and for b: Cretan to ijfutraov, Mon. 
Ant vi, 802, 7 = Michel 440, 7 (fourth century B. C, Michel); 
Cos 4^ilr<rp, Ditt.' 598, 58 = S.G.D.I. 8627 (late) ; li/uvo^, C.I.G. 
Sic. et It. 2030 (Roman period); Astypalea ^/tiv^, Ditt.' 493, 11 
= O.I.G. Ins. i, 3, 168, 12 (first century B. C); Megara iifuaov, 
S.G.D.I. 8052, a (late). 

The two forms with r, Cretan [^]iu-n>-4KTa> and Epidanrian 
^ftinwv are both early, before the close of the fifth century B. C. 
The earliest examples of ^/ucro'o- are Delphian, Epidanrian, and 
Cretan, all of the foortb centnry B. C, one occurrence of each. 
The examples of ^fu^o- are all later than the second centnry B. C. 

Because of the forms in t, Brngmann rightly rejects the view 
of G. Meyer and Meillet that tffuffffo- arose from I.E. *aemi-8^o-, 
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and also the view of J. A. Smith, LF. 12 (1901), 4, that ^(umK 
is formed from the old loc. pL of the atom semi- (*semt8»u "in 
halves"). But Brngmaan coutumes:

In analoget Waae 
entatand yXuicicA', Alter *y)i.vKfoi', aus yXvKv. Hiemach bat epid. ^^^ruur 
■ein altes lautgeeetzlichea r bewahrt, wtUtrand die Formen homer. 
^fiOrtn U.S.W. ihr tr toq 17/uirvt -m bezogen haben; umgekehrt kret. 
[4]^n)- fllr ^luav nach dc^ auf der Statnmgeatalt *ifurtf- beruhenden 
Formen. 

The Cretan inscription cited by Bmgmaim (Mns. Ital. iii, 610) 
for the form ^fU4ratt is datable by the name of the king somewhere 
between 277 and 239 B. C. It contains the non-Cretan g«n. eg. 
w4\^tK, and the more significant form irpdaaiv, 1. 14. The still 
earlier Cretan inscription, not cited by Bmgmann (Men. Ant tI, 
802), is dated by Michel in the fourth century B. C. Bat this 
has irStMK, the ace pi. in -o\s not -on, and the form t^v Bakaatra\v 
1. 18. So far as evidraice is at hand it is known that thoee dialects 
which have tt from -ki-, etc., have also tt from -f^, and that the 
treatment is exactly parallel. In other wozds we shonld expect 
TT from -t\^ wherever we find irpdrruv, etc In accordance with 
this, Meyer, Blass, and Bmgmann are manifestly correct in 
aBstuning that in Cretan we shonld expect *^ii,iTTa. The fact 
that in the Cretan inscriptions that do have ^luaatt- we also find 
0-0- in wpdffmo and BaXaaaa ia conclusive proof that the Cretan 
forma ^puffirop and ij/turo-a show nothing as to the actual condition 
in early Cretan, and hence cannot be taken as evidence tor a 
proethnic Qreek change of TtfUTv- to iifuov. 

So far, therefore, as the forms of ijfuvw are concerned, the 
change may or may not have taken place in prehistorical Greek. 
It is entirely possible that the change of tv to <n> took place in 
historical Qreek times and that forms like ^fu^mv (Cretan and 
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Bosotian *^fUTTov) aroee from *'^/uTfov before the change. In 
that case the most natural sappoeition ie that the relation of tv to 
ffv is dialectic, and on this asBmuptioa we ehoold expect tv in 
those dialects which have SiSoni, etc., and trv in those which have 
S&tvif etc Against this assumption are the forms: Phocian 
^fuffv (S.G.D.I. 1547, 7), with a 3d sg. in -«, Theran ijfiiinj 
(C.I.G. Ins. i, 3, 330, 197), with 3d pi. Xdfiovri, and Megarian 
ijttwrv (C.I.G. Sept. i, 43). The Tean inscription (Ditt.' 177, 8) 
with ^/UiTeuK has also ^owrt. Other forms with av in Doric 
dialects are eo late as hardly to coont. And the two most impor- 
tant forma (Phocian lifuffv and Theran ^it(a^) are also so late 
that in spite of the presence of tme Boric characteristics in the 
inscriptions the forms in mi may be dne to the Koah). 

Suffix -iu- subatantivea. — This is seen only in vlvf, and per- 
haps also in oi'f'tJ? (with change to long v nnder influence of 
feminine gender and ozytone accent), if Bezzenberger's etymol- 
ogy, B.B. 26 (1902), 108, is correct. He takes oigt^ from *oiSi,t^, 
*o-f»&i^?, in Ablaut with Iiett, wai<Ut "complain, lament," waidi 
"complaint, lament," and hence belonging to Lett, wai "ah, woe," 
Goth, vai, O.H.G. w6, L. vae. 

Suffix -nit- subaiantives. — This is found in 0pi}pw. dpa-PK, 
Ski. \/dhr "hold." Xiyw? (i Tryphiodoms), hence with transfer 
to V under influence of gender and accent, is uncertain etymo- 
logically and can be placed here only with reeerration. 

Suffix ~ru- aubstantives. — The m<»t certain example is Sdxpv: 
L. dacruma, lacruma, O. Welsh door, CJom. dagr, Goth, tagr, 
O.H.G. zahar, Eng. tear, all in sense of "tear;" cf. above, p. 16. 
Another, less certain, is ftd^rpw : fuiffrpviroi, fiacreim, etc. The 
words fi^ptft, Kdj(pw, and otrrp^, a sort of tree, are too micertain 
etymologicatly to admit decision as to snffiz. 

Suffix -lu- aubatantives. — This suffix is probable in a;^\^. 
Bemeker, Die Preussische Sprache 278, connects O. Prussian 
agio "rain" (for aglu), and suggests on the basis of tikh: ak the 
possible connection also of Lith. aklas "blind," L. aquilo "north- 
wind." Cf. Fick i', 474. .On the other hand Fick i*, 348 separates 
^-\we from Lith. aklaa, L. aquiltis "dark," and says it probably 
belongs with wx-- Even in that case the suffix would be -Iu-. 
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See abo G. Meyer, Alban. WOrterbuch s. v. akul "ice." The 
snffix is also probable in JT^ifeXv?. Cf. Ixk, L. anguis, etc., 
thongh the Tovel relation is not clear, and direct connection ie 
improbable. 

Suffix -gu- aubstantives. — Cf. above, p. 16. This eoffix is 
frequently aseigned to wp^ffw. Bmgmann, Ber. sftchs. Q. d. W. 
1889, 68, compared the anflSx in iryvs, fteffinrri<i, Lith. imogiia 
"man," Skt. vanargU- "roaming in the foreet," puro-gavd- 
"leader." Of, hie article in K.Z. 2i (1879), 62. Bezzenbei^r, 
B.B. 4 (1878), 845, compared Skt. adhrigu- " irreeiatibly 
advancing" and vanarg^, and gave to the gu the meaning 
"going." For a lees planaible meaning see Onrtins, Grdz.^ 479. 
Thoogh Bmgmann, Q-rd. i', 596, saya that only uncertain gneaaea 
have been made about the latter part of the word, he tacitly 
accepts in his Knrze Or. 47S the meaning "going" by translating 
wp^ffw "im Alter voransgehend." Cf. also hia Gr, Gr.* 127, 
and Grd. i*, 754. 

As regards the diatribntion of the forms ffv- and yv- the latter 
is Been in, or to he inferred from, most of the forms outside of 
Attic-Ionic Thus Cretan: wpeiyw S.G.D.I. 4902, wptjyurriK, 
etc, 8.G.D.I. 6084; wpturyevrav gen. pi. S.G.D.I. 5167, 11, 
from which the frequently cited wpturyvt is inferred. Bceotian: 
wpurytui S.G.D.I. 705, 6 (ir/woTees, on atone) = C.I.G. Sept. 
2418; 7r^7«»[e5 B.C.H. 25 (1901), 137; irpuTyei[at C.I.G.S. 
1720. ChteroboscuB 234, 23 = Bekker, A.G. 1413, = Gram. Gneci 
iv, 1, p. 233, 7 gives wpArytK irpAryvw as Doric. Heeychios and 
Etym. Mag. 723, 17, have tmSpyvif wp4a^m. 

The Attic-Ionic regularly baa the forms with /3v, and so far as 
I know this appears elsewhere only in Thessalian 8.G.D.L 346, 
12, and Lesbian; cf. Hofhuann, G.D. ii, 500. 

The forms with 7 would be phonetic in those cases where g'i came 
before u, those with fi in cases where g'^ was not followed by u. 
Then we must assume leveling in one direction in some dialects 
and in the opposite direction in others. Cf. Bmgmann, Ber. 
sAchs. G. d. W., 1889, 53. Schnlze's assumption of diaaimilation 
(Gott gel. An2., 1896, 249), Doric irp4<ri^f\e: from *irpe<Tyfepvs, 
is leas plausible. 
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For the first part of the word see Brugmann, Kurze Oi. 478, I.F. 18 
(1902), 16i, Old. 2, 402, 406, Ber. BftcltB. Q. d. W., 1889, 58, K.Z. 24 (1679), 
62; Per Persaon, Studia Etym. 96; Baimack, Inschr. v. Oort. 80; O. 
Meyer, Gr. Gr.> 184 ; J. Schmidt, K.Z. 26 (1883), 881. Cf. also on the 
wotd Etym. Mag. 687, 11; Herodian ii, 324. 

The word irrXeyyw, name of a plant, fonod only in Theopbraa- 
tas, H. PI. 8, 4, 3, may contain tbia enffiz, bat the etymology is 
uncertain. 

Suffix -&- mbstarUivea. — Words with tbia anffix in Greek are 
prevailingly feminine and with the accent on tbe final syllable. 
It ia probable that Greek inherited the nse of u nnder the accent 
to represent feminines, as the same nse is tonnd in Sanskrit, bat 
there is no Greek word with tbia suffix which has been shown 
to have cognates with long u in other langnagea, nnless it be 
X^^tN, see below. The root-nonns in long u may have been the 
starting-point for the nee of the u as a suffix in both Sanskrit and 
Greek. Of these root-nouns Greek has some which show the 
inherited u. These are given here, although it is onderstood, 
of course, that in them the u is not a suffix. 

Examples ot snch root-nouna' are: fc ow : L. aus, Umbr. sim; 
t^ffw m.: Lith. gen, pi. iuv-u "fish," Arm. jukn "fish;" o^vs : 
Skt. hArtt-, etc., above, p. 21, is nsnally classed aa a root-noun (e.g., 
by Brugmann, Grd. 2, 455), but Osthoff, M.U. iv, 217, and 
Cretschmer, E.Z. 31 (1892), 336, take it as a diaayllabic stem, 
which in Sanskrit, etc., lost its root- vowel through suffixal accent. 
Eretschmer, loc. ctt., 332, also gives as a root-noon fkiv from 
>a-\uc with protbetic t as in ix^w, comparing L. lutum, poUuo, 
Grk. \vfia, Xv/nj from *a\v-f*a. Otherwise Thumeysen, CZ. 32 
(1893), 352. 

Brugmann, I.F. 11 (1900), 271 ff., connects »^8iJs with L. 
abdomen, taking it as a compound of vtj- "down, below," and SO 
a root-noun belonging with Svofuu "I enter." Tt has a short final 
in Callimachns, and on two Boeotian metrical inscriptions, O.I.G. 
Sept 2544 and 2545. 

Spvi bears the same relation to BiSpv, Spth as Skt. asita-jtUl- f ., 
"with dark knees," does to Skt jdnu-jliu-. See Osthoff, Parerga 
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148 ff. Otherwise J. Schmidt, K.Z. 25 (1881), 52. The feminine 
gender may be secondary, Oethoff, loc. cit, 152. The mascaline 
is foand on an inscription from Acamania in E^. A^., 1893, 32. 
For the word in general cf. Hirt, Ablaut, § 772, 161. 

The word lyvvi t "poples" presamably has the long final, 
althoogh no metrical proof is at hand. It is evidently to be con- 
nected with f6vv (J. Schmidt, loc. cit. aupra 53) and is exactly 
parallel to Skt. aaita-jfiU-. The t is prothetic, and the -yvv^ bears 
the same relation to y^pv as Spw to Siipv. 

The feminine oxytone SsX^Av has presnmably the long v, and 
the cognates make it clear that we have here the soffiz -u-, 
althoogh no other language showa the word with this snffix. 
&X^: Skt. gdrbka- "fetns," Goth. kaUw, O.H.Q. kalba "female 
calf," O.E. oealf, Eng. calf. 

iffw with long final in Homer is an example of the long u in 
an osytone feminine beside the oxytone mascnline and neuter 
adjective with short u. 

vXijBvf : wXifBoii, wXijSa, has long v in Homer, and examples 
of short final among later writers are doubtfnl. It is fonnd 
S.G.D.I. 1479, 18, irXtiBw Locrian, Lex Gort. vi, 52, irXedw 
Cretan. 

xAwe presents difficulty. It has a long final in Homeric Hymn 
to Merc. 33, 153, 242, but a short final in CalUm. Hymn to 
Apollo 16, Oppian H. 6, 404, Aratas 268. It is given as a bary- 
tone feminine in short v by Hdn. i, 237, 20. There woald be no 
difficulty in Greek in explaining the long final in the Homeric 
hymn as dae to the same sort of metrical lengthening as seen in 
a few examples in Homer of a long final in mascnline oxytone 
adjectives in -v?. But it has been plausibly connected (e. g., by 
Hirt, Ablaut 473; Eretschmer, K.Z. 81 [1892], 335; Wiedemann, 
B.B. 27 [1902], 249 fF.) with O.B. zely or zily with the same 
meaning. Eretschmer, ho. eti., 386, attempts to explain the v as 
due to contraction of a long root-vowel (d, e, or o) with u, com- 
paring x<^>^- If this connection with zily is accepted, the word 
constitutes the sole exception to the statement made above that 
no Greek noun except the root-nouns can be shown to have an 
inherited v. 
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B. ADJBOTtVBe 

The adjectives in -w -eia -v represent the same type (I) that 
is Been in other languages, bnt with change in some case-fonns, 
ae in the anbetantives of Olass I. While most substantive u-stems 
have been transferred to the long u-deolension in G-reek, and the 
declenBioaal Type I of the short u-stems is found in only a few 
enbatantives, the u-stem adjectives retain in Greek this type of 
declension. The only v-atem adjectives (not componnds) not 
declined after this type are t^dv? and ^tfXv;, and these are known 
only from glosses and might well be sobstantives nsed appoeitively. 
(See p. 41.) liiddell and Scott give li&Xm gen. -vk, bnt this is 
simply a mistake. There is nothing to show its declension. 
Adjective componnds with substantives in -w -u as final member 
are declined like the simplex. Those with adjectives as final 
member are declined like the simplex, and consequently belong 
to the type here under discuflsioQ. (See under Compounds, 
PP.6U.) 

The masculine and neuter of these adjectives in -w are declined 
exactly like the substantives of Class I except in the following 
particulars: (1) The gen. sg. in good Attic ends in -eo? not -«of, 
though -EOK is found in late writers. (2) The nom.-acc. pt. neuter 
has the open form -ea in Attic, and not the close form -17 of the 
snbstantiveB. Attic inscriptions show the gen. fi^Urew, C.I.A. ii, 
794, d, 6 (356 B. C), and the nom.-acc. pi. neuter in -ea or -ew. 
Contracted forms in -17 appear in the second half of the fourth 
century B. C. beside the forms in -ea -aa (Meiaterhans*, 150). 
For the late gen. sg. in -ew see Lobeck, Fhrynichus 247. The 
correct reason why the Attic adjective had -c<k while the substan- 
tive had -tdK is given by Chceroboecns, Oram. Gneci iv, 1, 222 
(221, g). It is that the presence of the adverb in -con to the 
same adjective led to a desire to keep the gen. sg. of the adjective 
and the adverbial form distinct. Another explanation is also 
offered by Choeroboscus, but it is not so planaihle. 

Inscriptional evidence for the dialects is not very plentiful. 
iBoUc has the gen. sg. yUiceot, S.G.D.I. 272 = C.I.G. Ins. 68, 
10, 13 = Hoffmann, ii, 166, time of the Antoninee. Herodian, ii, 
710, 9 = Choeroboscus, Diet. 228, 15 declares that the Boeotian 
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gen. of Taxvv /3paS^ was not rax^ 0paSloi (as we shoold expect 
from Boeotian t before a vowel) , but he fails to tell us what it was. 
Arcadian has the nom. pL nenter dijXea, Ditt' 939, 19. Thera 
has T^ O^Xaat Oaner* 118 C 27. Laconia has t^ ffpaStia, Le 
Bas et Wad. 194 0. Troezen has fiap^ impdxovTK B.O.H. 24 
(1900), 179. 

The ace. eg. in -ea instead of -w is ocoaBionally found. Homer, 
n. 6, 291; 9, 72, has eip^ w6imv, and e{>pda KiXirav, II. 18, 140; 
21, 125. Theocr. 20, 8, 44, has 6Zia. This is simply an exten- 
sion of the strong grade -tp- to a case elsewhere treated as weak. 
The adjective form is like the Homeric vi4a, p. 32. 

All simple (i. e., not compoimded) adjectives in -w are oxytone 
in the masculine and neuter and properispomenon in the feminine 
except the following; ^fumK, 6^\iK, ftAXm, vp^^m, T^pw, ^<(Xw, 
and the Epic forms ^Xd;^cMi, X^ets, ffdXaa, ffaftetai, Tap^aaL 

^pMTv^ is in origin a substantive, though, it most be said, of a 
class usually oxytone (above, pp. 50 f.) ; nAXvt is known only 
from gloeses. Hesychius has uSiKvi ; Etym. Mag. a. v. iiftffXjiv 
has itaXin. Gottling, Aocentlehre 310, considers the barytone 
accent wrong. irpAr^vt is not an adjective in the positive. T^ptK 
and <^<iKm belong in declension to Class II and are probably sub- 
stantives in origin (above, p. 57). The positive i\axyv is not in 
use but is given by grammarians, e. g., Hdn. i, 287, 12, who 
remarks on the Homeric i)idxaa. The positive X^)V9 is in use, 
e. g., by Pindar, and the feminine Xty&a (not Turftia) is prescribed 
by Axcadins 95, 2. The mascnUne 0dXiK to ^(iX«« is not extant. 
The masculine rap^w is first found in JBsch. Sept 635. The 
masculine Oaftw does not oocur except in the grammarians, e. g., 
Bekker, AG-. 663, 8, and Etym. Mag. 76, 15. Aristarchns gives 
ffa/teiai and -rap^eiMl, but Pamphilns gives the forms that would 
conform to the role, BapMot and rsp^euu. So K.B., § 146, ii. 
On the accent of B^Xik see J. Vendryes, M6m. Soc Ling. IS 
(1904), 143. 

The Greek adjectives in -w agree in their oxytone accent with 
the u-stem adjectives of the related languages (above, p. 18). 

The feminine of adjectives in -tf is regularly made in -tta and 
follows the Greek first (a) declension. The Ionic regularly has 
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-ea ; bo almost nmTersaUy in Herodotna; and this ie found beeide 
the other form ■«mi also on Attic inBcriptions especially of the 
foorth century B. C. (Meisterhans' 40), In Homer the form -ea 
ia rare, -eta being the regular ending. For the forms in Homer 
see KB., § 127, 2, anm. 1; for the Ionic see E.B., § 127, 3, and 
Smyth, Ionic, §§ 506, 219, 419. 

The ending -eta is from -e^ia, L e., from the strong form of the 
sa£Sz -tf- + the feminine-forming snffix -{a-, LK -i- (ia). See 
above, p. 18, and Bmg,, Gr. Gtr.*, § 174. The forms in -ea are 
from -eta with loss of the second element of the diphthong. 
Johansson, K.Z. 30 (1890), 404, takes -ea aa from •efa and not 
from -tffa ; but see above, p. 7. Of. also Smyth, Ionic 198, and 
Meisterhans' 40. 

The precise process by which -tffM became -eta is a matter of 
dispute. Brrigmann, Or. Gr.', § 15, 2, and § 51, 1, calls it 
doubtful, bat in his Enrze Gr. § 151, S, a, and 318, 2, he puts 
it under epenthesis (L e., e^ta^ei/ra^eta). He is doubtless led 
to this position by his view of Elean ^vyaBt^, etc., which he 
derives from -ijf t**) throngh iit^u, thna explaining the shortening 
of •?» to et (Gt. Gt." Nachtrftge 573). That epwitheeis is the 
regular process in aff. and ofi, just as in avh o>%, apt, ofn [ffaCvm, 
etc.) has been generally assomed on the basis of Corinthian 
ititoifoti, ^iSaifavy though now contested by Danielsson, I.F. 14 
(1903), 375 ff. But even if true, this wonld prove nothing for 
Vh since in the case of tvy €pi in contrast to avf, etc., there is no 
epenthesis, but vowel lengthening {^^Ipta, <f>Siiptt, etc.). For the 
reason of this difference, see Goidanich, Le Sorti dei gruppi I.E. 
•n;-, -mj-, -rj-, -Ij- nell' ellenismo. On the other hand -eta cannot 
come by the same process as ifiBeipta for *t^0epja, since ei is a 
genuine diphthong. There is no difficulty in assuming that -e^jfi 
remained nnchanged until the dropping of f, thus becoming eta 
without any intervening stage. This is made reasonably certain 
by BcBotian Ka/wxe^to, occurring tmce, E^. A^. 1896, 243, and 
1900, 107. The only escape &om this conclusion wonld be to 
assume that the Bceotian form is from -efio- not -tfio-. This is 
altogether unlikely. As for Elean ^vyaSeia, etc., this type need 
not be for fif^, but can be from -ef-fu, with the grade ep, which 
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most in say event be admitted (see Schaize, Q.E. i.51 B. and 
Solmaen, Untersnchnngen 72). 

A etill different view ia advanced by Prellwitz, Gott gel Anz., 
1886, 762, who thinks that the regular phonetic development for 
the nom. sg. fem. of adjectiveB in -w woald have been *cr/:a&va 
as TTtuSeva from *TrtuStf^, and cites Delphian rpucreiav KTfiav, 
Caoer* 204, 84 = O.LA. ii, 545, of the year 380 B. C, as an 
example of this development. The form rpuerevav is certainly 
pazzlLng, bat the great mass of evidence ia against Frellvitz' 
view. Tpuerevav seems to be a feminine to a masc. rpiieram, 
perhaps from a form *TpucT€vi (?), 

This class of adjectives ie much more largely preserved in modem 
Qreek than are the BubBtantivee in -w, -v. The reason is not far to seek. 
They oonetituted in classical Greek an impcniant element in the body of 
adjectives, and there was beside them no large class in t or ij to cause 
confusion as in the case of substantives. There has been, however, in 
modem Greek frequent interchange with adjectives in -««, and on the 
other hand many oxytone adjectives in .«« have gone over to those in -vt, 
perhi^ originating in the comparative -vrfpot, which had gained a wide 
use, and after which poeitivee in 'Vt oould be formed. See Hatzidakis, 
N^igr. Gr. 881; Jannari» Hist. Grk. Or., §§402, 496, 603; Thumb, 
Neugr. Volkssprache 47, §g 94, 96. 

Suffix -«- adjectives. — With this snffii are formed most of the 
u-etem adjectives in Qreek. For the accent see above, p. 58. 
Cognates in the related languages are frequent. For ffapvt : 8kt. 
gurU- ; iKmj(u9 : Skt rap Ail- ; eipvs : Skt. urd- ; ^B&t : Skt. avadA- ; 
wXani? : Skt. prtkH- ; iroXvt : Skt purU- (on the vowel of the 
root see Brug., Grd. i", 272; J. Schmidt, K.Z. 32 [1893], 382 f.); 
A«iJ« : Skt. OQii- ; see above, p. 19. 

Other examples are: ira^vc: Skt. bofttl- "abundant," Lith. 
bingiia "spirited" (of horses) (cf. Brug., Grd. i', 545; Prellwita, 
B.B. 21 [1896], 286); Kparvi: Goth, kardus "hard," O.H.G. 
Aart "hard," Lith. ftartiis "bitter;" npaSi (^*irpdfrv^ : Skt. priUt- 
"betoved," priyd- "dear," (loth, frijon "love;" iik has been 
variously connected with Skt. vaaA- "good," Skt prefix su- 
"good," and Skt. ayd- "living." The last ia given by OoUitz, 
K.Z. 27 (1886), 183, who cites the literature for other views. Cf. 
also Schulze, Q.E. 33 ff. The etymology of eufti? tftJs is nncer- 
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tain. For varioDB views, none coavincing, see Bezzenbergei, B.B. 
4 (1878), 346 fF.; Meringer, Beitr&ge (Wiener Akad. 125, 1891) 
3 ; Ostlioff, Perf . 534 ; ThumeyBen, K.Z. 30 (1890), 352. Wacker- 
nagel, K.Z. 30 (1890), 801 f., takes itiApkin as "witbont strength" 
trom a privatiTe and *ffKw */m(\^ connected with fuSika fioKurret. 
For an ancient view see Etym. Mag. 79, 5, where it ia derived 
from TO /KuXo?. &iav$ with its intervocalic <t haa presented diffi- 
colty, and called forth a variety of explanations. Brngmaim, 
Grd. i', 748, was inclined to accept G. Meyer's view (Alb. WOrter- 
bnch 65) that SatrfS? was from *dnt8U-$, *SaiW' because of 
Albanian dent- "make compact, cloee." In hie Or. Gtv.' 122 he 
goes ijack to J. Schmidt's view (Kritik 5H.) that •SoAiis was 
changed iiack to Savit in proethoic Greek after •£««■« (cf. 
06i6<K : ffaSik) and that afterward Bcurvt came in for *8ffl«w. 
See the literature cited in Gr. Gr.* 122 for other views. In the 
Ber. sAchs. G. d. W., 1901, 92 ff. Bmgmann rejects all former 
explanations and snggeats that &m^^ is from *&tTv? = *dntu-8 
with the change of tv to m* for which he argnee. See above, pp. 
60 f. The i in this case is a "root-determinative" and the suffix 
is -u- not -tu-. This is clear both from the L. densed to Alb. dent, 
and from the great infreqnency of the suffix -tu- in adjectives. 

Suffix -mu- adjectives. — This ia probable in Bplfiiit. For the 
etymology see Osthoff, Etym. Parerga 164, who derives from 
*Bpta'nvi and compares with L. iria-tis. 

Suffix -lu- adjectives. — This is seen in fl^Xus : Skt. dkdr^- 
"sncking," Skt. i/dAo "auck," Grk. BtiX^. It is not shown for 
any other Gh^ek adjectives. 

Suffix -iu- a<^ectivea. — This is not foond except in ^/mow, and 
this is without doubt a substantive in origin. See above, pp. 60 fl. 

Suffix -gu- a^^ectives. — For Brngmann'a view of ijyvi fttwi)- 
fiK see above, p. 64. Breal, M4m. Soa Ling. 12 (1902), 242, 
sees in the -71^ of iy^&i an old loc. pL yixrl, from the root 7V seen 
in Tvtov "limb," bat this is not probable. 

O. OOMPOUNDS 

In compounds where the first member ia a noon or adjective 
in -w, -V, gen. •€(>« (-«k), the first member always ends in v, but 
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in those where the first member is a noan in -w, -mk the first 
member sometimes ends in v, but more often in vo, as ix9v-fi^\ov 
and lx^v6.^paniK, etc. See E.B., § 340, 7 C, a, 330. 

Nearly all oompoonds in which the final member is a nonn or 
adjective in -m are adjectives. Some few are nonns, and a few 
are aubstantivized adjectives. The accent of the compoond adjeo- 
tive is proparoxytone, no matter what the accent or quantity of 
the final of the simplex. Herodian i, 237, 8, simply says that all 
compound adjectives in -vt are barytone, citing JhrqXw, v4i)\w, 
voKu&OKfnK, litkdixiipvi. Of. E^m. Mag. 246, 11, Enatath. 833, 
and Schol. Ven. ad CataL v. 271, quoted by Lobeck, Phryn. 533. 
According to Lobeck, ParaL 252, Babstantives are generally par- 
oxytone. He cites irv/tJSpvi, ^/tep^Spw, tuixiSpw, ifxWJSfnK, 
j^lMSf»n, and ^a/KUTriVvf. The last is more probably proparoxy- 
tone, and he himself cites wp^0vt and vapBJaraxvii as snbstantivea. 
Further, ■'frevSafidfta^w and ^frti^rpd/^a^ are not paroxytone. 

Of the nonns belonging to Class I, only WXmv;, irrixw, and 
vpiff^w are found as the final member in compounds. From 
v4\MKtfi we have only i^vi)iXKvs, frequent in Polybius, from 
vTix"^ over thirty compounds, and from vpiafiw only Mvpwffvt, 
.^Isch. Ag. 78. and av/virpftrffw. These compounds, when adjec- 
tives, have the mascuUne and feminine in -w and the neater in -w,' 
and are declined like the nouns of Class I.* Substantive com- 
pounds under this head are rare. A probable example is oii/*- 
■tt-peirffvii. The declension is like that of the simplex. 

Oompounds with noons in -w -v, -vw as final member are

Their declension is like that of the aim- 
plex. The adjective compoonds have the maecoUne and feminine 
in -ve, the nenter in -v. See footnote 1, p. 62. 

Oomponnds with adjectives in -w as final member are them- 
selves adjectives, and follow the nenal declension of adjectives in 
-vt -aa -u, except that the feminine in -eta is rare and the form in 
-v9 often does dnty both as maecnline and feminine. Enstathins 
1017, 86 and 833, quoted by Lobeck, Phryn. 538, takes snch 
forms as ifM^Sturu*, (inroStJcrcia, ^aXxo/Sctpcta (all in nse in 
Homer) as the feminine to adjectives in -v;, and explains the 
accent by saying that they agree in this with compound adjectives 
in the masculine, as rpax^f bat drpaxw, 6^ bnt xdro^, &^Xvv 
bat d$t)\vi. Tbeophrastus, H. PI. 3, 13, 6, hae hrt^apeiav where 
the Thesanrus would read hriffdpaav, and for a^vy>MKeia ^tJa, 
Pollnz 6, 80, the Thesaarus woold read o^XvKUa. The mascu* 
line forms in -v9 for d/^&ureta and linroSiitTaa do not occur (K.B., 
§ 145, ii), and Lobeck, Phryn. 538, takes these feminine forms 
rather as parallel to i^owoyAvta, Btffwi^waa and similar feminine 
forms to mascnlines in -rfi. At any rate undonbted instances of 
the use of the form in -w as feminine are found, e. g., Theoph. 
H. PI. 1, 6, 8, <nW{w as feminine. 

The following adjectivee in -vt are found aa the final member 
of compound adjectives in -w : kfiffKiK, ffmOvt, ffapvt, ffpa^Ci, 
7Xucvt, Sturvi, Spt/tv^,' €v0vv, ^8ik, C^X«, (fl/Muvf f), ofuf, Tra^tS?, 
ttXctv?, woXui, Tpa^yv, &kv^. Eustathius 340, 21, says that oxytone 
(adjectiveH) in -vs when compounded give up their accent if they 
keep the ending -tt, as Spii*i^ aSpifJHK, rpaxi^ ^Tpaj(V!, but if 
they keep the accent they change the ending, as ^Bis ariBi^, 
0ap^ h^ap^, fioBifi hfioB^. This is also the statement of Sohol. 
Yen. ad Catal. v. 271, quoted by Lobeck, Phryn. 533. Lobeck, 
loc. eit., 639, adds that when adjectivee in -w are compounded with 
prepositionB the ending ia retained. Lobeck, loo. dt., 533, sag* 
gesta ae the reason for the nse now of ik now of 179 as the ending 
the following: "Ego sic judico et statuo, Graecos sub hac con- 
ditione terminationem mutasse, ei nomen aubatantivmn subjaceret 
aptnm fingendo adjectivo; sin, adjectivi simplicis ezitum reli- 
quisse." Lobeck's examples make it plain that he means a 
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snbetontiTe s-stem. This is the opinion also of E.B., § 342, b, f, 
340. The facte bear out Lobeck*a view in the main. Aside from 
the compoonda with prepoBitions, the instances of compooads in 
-w where noons in -of (-e9) of the same period were well established 
are of doabtfal character. 

It IB evident from the foregoing that a rather close relation 
between adjectives in -tit and noon stems in -tt exists in Ch«ek. 
This apparent relation was noticed by the ancients. Thos the 
writer of Etym. Mag. 210 oooples ^apan and ^apOi ; 218, 15, 16, 
rdj(K raxOi, ffp^K ^pi6ik ; 233, 63, 64, Sdiro^ 8(ur^, •jrdxot 
wax^t T^^of yXai^iK ; 396, 17, dpot eipvi, Opdirvi Bpturvt, K6n9 
K0TV9, Zmrm itmvt ; 536, 41, Kparot Kparw, TrXdrw vXarv^. 
Of. Pick, B.B. 1 (1877), 245 B., who gives a list of some twenty- 
five instances of parallel 8- and u-stems. Th. Anfrecht, E.Z. 34 
(1897), 468, has a few examples of the same parallelism in 
Sanskrit 

ComponndB with a dental stem as final member and nom. sg. 
in -w are adjectives or snbstemtivized adjectives. They have the 
declension of the simplex. Most of them have only the one form 
in -t^ for the masooline and feminine and no neater form. Where 
the neoter does oconr, it is late. They are: ipSdKoptn -vSk, 
Tpixopw -vStK, ftnjXw, V -vSoi, icdrriXtK -vS<k, ^t^njXvf -wSof, i^Xw 
-vSo9, SfAi)\tii -vSoi, owijXw -vSoi, avyxXui -vSo9. For the com- 
poonds in tiXm no simplex is extant, but the natore of the 
compoond is clear. 

The isolated compoonda aMftaprvf, iep^/tapTvi, ijteuBSftapTW 
are, like the simplex, only apparent u-stems and would follow the 
simplex in declension. 

Hypocorisiict in -if.' — There is a considerable class of proper 
names in -tx belonging, so far as they are not foreign names, 
to the hypocorietic type (Eosenamen). See Fick-Bechtel' 26; 
Eretschmer, Vaseninschriftea 193, 67, 239; Lobeck, Phryn. 436. 

The grammarians report a peculiar type of hypocoristicB in 
-V?, gen. -V, dat v. See Bekker, A.G. 1195; 857, 7; Herodian ii, 
707, 615, 625, 665, i, 236; E.B., § 136, 4, d. A gen. -uSoe ia 

IXav^i -v>st, f. proper nama, Hdn. I, SXl, probablr balouas ondst hrpooiiriatUa. In 
Stiabo Kdini 4 hu th* tea, ■*«. Bo tlao ntXnn, -titat, Hlppoou IS, 4, mo. ; IU*«i>r, MM., 
gOB.

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tonad beside -v, e. g., AeowSw I.Q-.A. 494 from Erythrae, beside 
the form cited hj the grammariami.

In earlier times were foond only forms of the usual declension 
as Boeotian A4pftM, 8.G.D.I. 876. 

Dental stems with nom. sg. in -w-''* — A list of snch names is 
here presented on the ground that this type may have absorbed 
Bome u- or u-Btems, parallel to the absorption of i-stems by nonns 
in -iZ, though there is much less evidence for snch absorption 
here, and farther because of the occasional interchange with 
u-stem forms, as xipw^ etc. For the compoande see abova

NOTES IN EXPLANATION OF THE WORD-LISTS, ETC. 

The lists of u-Bteme here preeeoted will no doabt reqaiie 
actdition and correction, bat are believed as they stand to be 
reasonably complete. They do not include: 

(1) FoieigD words. E. g., Heeycliius gives d/Sopii and ipt^ as 
Macedonian, AyXv and mpofiin as Scythian {mipapin' ni StvA^oi <i£im 
....), Ipv and itMK as Ljdian, AAv as Libyan ; Plutarch gives XJSfipis 
as Lydian for nXumt, and Clem. Alex, gives /3JSv as Phrygian for tt8<^. 
The Thesaurus gives fuxpus as a forma graecobarbara tor iiaxpSs. 

(2) Obvious figments. E. g., Ajfis is set up by Etym. Mag. 182, 1, as 
an intermediate form between Sjpt and ^xkw. The scholiast on D. 13, 
621 coins ^wvt and jSpAfxvc to account for ^/K^nm, an o-stem. But cf. 
Schulze, Q.E. 837, on fym, and see his list for other possible u-stems. 
Etym. Mag. 480, 20 coins tirvt to go with ^nuxvt, and 626, 51 ^t in 
explaining i^. The gianunarians also cit« /ujcve and /writ. Bekksr, 
A.0. 1096, has ^ to explain jtr^w;. Cramer, A need. Ox. has v^itwvc as 
the form from which vixiK is derived. Perhaps Sucrv (p. 43) should be 
classed here, as w^l as yXa^ adj. Etym. Mag. 233, 64. 

(3) Mere dialectic variants like yurxw • brxw, Hesych., ffltrx}"' or 
fit^x^-Ufxir Hesyoh. and Bekkw, A.O.; /SaSw, Elean for ^&vi in 
Pausanios ; ffpo&mra)(ut, Sappho 66. 

(1) Forms set up without good reason. Such ore : ScrSpv (see p. 27), 
yiw cited by Faseow but not found (see Lobeok, Faral. 254), al<rve n*it 
and perhaps <rfut^ (but see p. 65, a dental stem) set up by Lobeok, 
Fhryn. 802, and xutr, see p. 27. 

(6) Indeclinable exclamations, cries, etc. Such are : Ev, fi,v oi ftv, 
K^cKv, fcrv ' ro l>J.}(urroy, Hmych., cf . Danielsson, Studien i, 54 ; ypn, i iwi

With the exceptions above noted and allomng for possible 
ovetsigbt, this collection incladee all the u-ateme cited in Liddell 
and Scott,* in namerous indices, and in Heeychios. It also aims 
to include the dialectic and epigraphical material up to 1904, All 
words in the Collitz Sanunlnng, including the recent Oretan 
number, have been collected, and this material has been supple- 
mented from the indices of the various volumes of the Oorpos, the 
indices of Ditteaberger Sylloge', Kern Inechr. y. Magn., from 
reading the inscriptions published in the chief epigraphical jour- 
nals of recent years, from Miss Searlea' Lexicographical Study of 
Greek Inscriptions, and from Herwerdeu'a Lexicon Oraecum 
Suppl. et Dialecticnm 1902. I also consolted the chief papyros 
pablicationa, but the reealts here were barren. Qradenwitz, Ein- 
fohnmg in die Papyruskonde (Leipzig, 1900), cites a form 
o^riSv from the Berlin papyri, but it is not to be found in the 
place cited. 

In general no attempt is made to give the author or period, 
but for rare words (except compounds), especially Airaf Xeyd/ieva, 
the source is given. The use of a name after a word with no 
remark implies that tbe word ia found only in that writer. (I have 
relied on the Thesanms for citations, and where it has erred, I 
have erred with it.) Words which rest solely on emendation are
